Luke's Medical Center arc preparing 
plans to construct an emergency medical 
cnrc facility in Schaumburg In the near 
future 


The plans, which coincide with recom- 


mendations made by a consulting firm to 
the Northwest Cook County Health Needs 
Study Committee, were Included In a let- 
ter prepared by Henry Buhrmann, ad- 
ministrator of the proposed branch of 
Prcsbyterian-St. Luke's to be built In 
Schaumburg. The letter was addressed 
to Dr. Sheldon Walditeln, executive di- 
rector of the North Suburban Association 
for Health Resources (NSAHR), which is 
coordinating the study. 


Buhrmnnn's letter was sent in re- 


sponse to the preliminary report released 
by tho study committee last month. The 
study, which recommended the construc- 
tion of a hospital In Schaumburg Town- 
ihlp, was conducted by the consulting 
firm of Ernst and Ernst 


Tho letter states that Prcsbyterlan-St. 


Luke's officials arc in substantial agree- 
ment with the study's findings, but there 
are several points of disagreement. 


THE MAJOIl discrepancies appear to 


be the size and location of the proposed 
hospital In the Schaumburg area. The 
consultants recommend a 300-bcd facility 
bo located near Barrlngton and Schaum- 
burg roads. Prcsbytcrlan-St. Luke's lias 
announced plans to build a 200-bcd hospi- 
tal on a site about one-half mile west of 
Schaumburg and Moselle roads The two 
sltM arc about three miles apart. 


Huhrmann's letter noted the data sup- 


plied by the consultants makes It difficult 
to determine how the proposed site and 
bed size were reached by tho study 
group. 


The plans for an emergency care facil- 


ity were not detailed by cither Buhrmann 
or the consultants. Both said the possi- 
bility of a temporary "store front" oper- 
ation or movable structures might be 
used. Buhrmann explained no detailed 
timetable has been established and Uic 
topic still Is under discussion

Prcsbytcrion-St. Luke's officials also 
have set 1975 as their target date for 
completion of tho hospital. 


THE SCHAUMBURG branch of tho 


hospital will bo known as Rush Pros by- 
tcrian-St. Luke's North. 


Buhrmann also noted the study recom- 


mends attention be given to an organized 
health care system In the area and 
stated Prcsbyterlan-St. Luke's would be 
able to provide area residents first-class 
emergency and ambulatory care. He 
said guaranteed back-up support for spe- 
cialized treatment and other resources 
could efficiently be provided through the 
institution's medical center In Chicago. 


Final reports of the consultants study 


probably will not be completed until ear- 
ly next month. Committee members 
agreed Monday a committee report and 
letters of comment will be attached with 
the report for distribution. 


Schaumburg Village Atty. Jack Sicgcl 


said the village will probably comment 
on several aspects of the study, including 
recommended location, which differs 
with the site already deeded to Prcsby- 
torian-St. Luke's and the projected popu- 
lation estimates which were supplied by 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission. 


The NIPC estimates predict tho popu- 


lation for the study area, which includes 
Schaumburg, Palatine, Barrlngton and 
Hanover Township and the Village of 
Roscllc, will reach 550,000 by 1985. But 
estimates prepared by n professional 
consultant for Schaumburg indicate the 
population in the village alone will ex- 
ceed 200,000 by that year.

Fitzgerald Glad To Quit Racing Board

In October, 1969, Gerald Fit?gcrald 


joined a new team on the Illinois Racing 
Board — a team whose rugged treatment 
of racing magnates left seasoned observ- 
ers aghast 


The new group was headed by Alexan- 


der MacArthur, a man who gave race 
track owners down-home answers to 
rhetorical questions MacArthur not only 
raised his eyebrows at suspicious activi- 
ties but told the public about them. 


Fitzgerald, although less vocal, was at 


his side 


That racing board appointed by Gov. 


Richard B Ogllvlc some three years ago 
was charged with "giving racing a higher 
moral tone," Fitzgerald said. Today he 
wonders aloud If the board fulfilled the 
mission 


THE INVERNESS resident and presi- 


dent and chairman of tho Palatine Na- 
tional Bank and chairman of the board of 
six other banks In the area, is "out- 
raged" at the racing dates awarded last 
week by the board and will submit his 
resignation to Ogilvlc in January. "This 
is quite proper that I resign," he said 
referring to the change in administration 
and wish of Gov -elect Daniel Walker to 
have the racing board stacked with his 
own appointments. 


"I agree with Walker on the racing 


dates," he said. "They're lousy. . . it 
only hurts the state and I wish to hell

they would reconsider." 


Fitzgerald, MacArtliur and another 


board member Joseph Lamendclla feel 
Arlington Park should receive an addi- 
tional 25 racing dates this summer. 


The minority board members want to 


strip William Miller's Balmoral Jockey 
Club of its allocated dates and reassign 
them mostly to the track here. Miller a 
former racing board chairman from Mo- 
line is under federal Indictment in a race 
track stock bribery case. 


THE RACING DATES likely will be 


changed under a reorganization of the 
board, but Fitzgerald and the rest of the 
group will be gone from the scene. 
Fitzgerald entered racing circles in the 
midst of a controversy and will exit dur- 
ing an even more heated dispute over the 
racing dates. 


In 19G9, Arlington Park Race Track in- 


stalled floodlights for night racing much 
to the displeasure of suburban residents 
and also members of the racing board. 
The night racing was held only for one 
week. "We let them know wo didn't want 
night racing," he recalls. 


During his first year, Arlington Park 


lost 30 days of Its racing season and the 
local track's dates have been fluctuating 
often since then. 


FITZGERALD said the board treated 


all track owners with equal consid- 
eration "There were not special favors 
for anyone." 


His tenure on the board brought sev- 


eral changes and he cites several accom- 
plishments— at least one he said no one 
has given much notice. "We made over 
500 changes in the rules of racing. This 
isn't the glamorous part of the sport and 
is very technical. . . It took more time 
and effort to do this than any of the other 
aspects " 


He also feels the racing board helped 


clean up backstretch conditions making 
the area more livable for track workers. 
And we set up a state laboratory for 
horse racing," he added. 


"I've enjoyed the work on the racing 


board". . . and with MacArthur who he 
said controlled the rudder of the ship 
(the board). 


"I'm a long time fan of the sport. But 


he added in the next breath — "not much 
of a bettor." 


Roadivork Is 
Subject Of 
Major Concern 


Roadwork was a major concern to a 


number of Hoffman Estates residents 
who attended Monday's village board 
meeting to ask questions and voice com- 
plaints. 


Mrs Stanley Leonhardt, 201 Apple St., 


raised for the second time concern over 
a service road being constructed for tho 
Jewel Osco store at Hoffman Plaza, cast 
of Rosclle Road between Higgins and 
Golf roads. Mrs. Leonhardt had spoken 
to the board a few weeks ago about the 
traffic to be generated by delivery trucks 
once the road is complete, and ques- 
tioned the legality of the work 


The road passes through what Mrs. 


Leonhardt termed an casement. The 
strip runs along the side of her property. 
The owners of the shopping center grant- 
ed the casement to the \ illago, to permit 
maintenance work on a village well 


The board told Mrs. Leonhardt it has 


no control over the road construction, 
since the land still is owned by the shop- 
ping center. 


But the service road docs connect to 


Apple Street The board again concluded 
it could place load limits on Apple Street, 
effectively limiting the size of vehicles 
which could have access to the service 
road 
Dchveiy trucks then could be 


forced to use other shopping center en- 
trances The same action had been sug- 
gested at the earlier meeting. 


Mayor Frederick Downey instructed 


the village building department to review 
plans filed by the shopping center to de- 
termine what was specified for the ease- 
ment strip 


MRS. PETE GORMAN, 213 Apple St, 


urged the board to take action to force 
removal of sewer pipes laying along the 
edge of Golf Road west of Apple Street. 
The pipes block vision to drivers at- 
tempting to turn onto Golf, she said The 
board agreed to write to the state high-

Cops Probe Juice Loan Racket Tie

Police arc seeking a link between the 


murder of Charles Krulik, 45, whose 
body was found buried near DCS Plalncs 
11 days ago and juice loan racketeers in 
the suburban Chicago area. 


Krulik, a minor hoodlum who testified 


lost March during the trial of reputed 
juice loan racket kingpin Sam DeStcfano, 
was found buried Nov. 24 with a gunshot 
wound in his head in a shallow grave 
about 100 feet north of Algonquin road, 
100 yards west of the Tri-State Tollway. 


Krulik reportedly was scheduled to ap- 


pear ta a witness at DcStefano's up- 
coming murder trial. DeStefano, his 
brother Mario, and Anthony Spllotro 
were recently indicted for the 1963 mur- 
der of syndicate loan collector Leo For- 
man. 


DcSTEFANO and his co-defendant Ed- 


ward Spclcc were convicted in that case

of threatening the life of Charles Crl- 
mnldi who had been a government wit- 
ness in the federal narcotics trial of DeS- 
tefano associate, Anthony Esposito.

Sheriff's police have denied the Fazio 


and Krulik murders were linked and 
have said Krulik was not scheduled to 
testify at the DeStcfano murder trial. 


Investigators first learned 
Krulik's 


identity the night he was found when an 
unidentified woman called Park Ridge 
police, and gave them Krulik's name. The 
woman refused to give her name and 
said, "He's into something heavy and I 
don't want to get involved." 


Krulik was positively identified late 


last week through dental charts. 


Krulik's criminal record indicates he 


was a small time hoodlum and a low ech- 
elon crime syndicate figure. He was 
wanted in Boonc County, 111., and Elgin 
on burglary charges. 


Her served prison terms in Florida and 


Joliet and had a criminal arrest record 
in Washington, California, and Chicago. 


KRULIK LIVED in DCS Plaincs for a 


while in 1971 and until February of this 
year hi a rented flat at 1608 Thackcr St., 
less than a mile from where his body 
was found. 


He reportedly lived with a ZG-ycar-old 


dancer who worked at the Petite Lounge 
in Lyons, 


Krulik is also believed to have worked 


at a Nilcs barber shop but told the court 
in lost March's trial he had been unem- 
ployed for a year.

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Parents Use Kids To Help Shoplift 


by JULIA BAUER 


Christmas may be the season for peace 


and good will, but it also causes one of 
the biggest headaches known to retailers 
— more shoplifters. 


With the advent of self-service discount 


stores, shoplifters of all ages and tech- 
niques have been making off with liter- 
ally millions of dollars in merchandise 
each year. 


A Palatine Zayres store, for instance, 


loses approximately 5 per cent of its in- 
ventory yearly. "And that's quite a lot in 
terms of dollars," security head Elaine 
Weaver said. 


She leads a three-member security 


team in catching and preventing shop- 
lifters in the store. Kirs. Weaver and her 
staff may be some of the most polished 
thieves In the area because their training 
Includes studying the techniques, cloth- 
ing and articles most frequently associ- 
ated with the "art" of shoplifting. 


Pockets and sleeves arc the most popu- 


lar hiding spots for sneaking items out of 
the store. Heavy coats work well for hid- 
ing record albums. And there's always 
the old trick of piling on three or four 
dresses under the shopper's own clothes 
and wearing them all out of the store. 


SOME PEOPLE 
WEAR their old, 


worn out shoes into the store and leave 
them on the shoe rack in exchange for a 
new pair. Or someone walks in without a 
coat and walks out sporting a brand new 
winter coat — unpaid for, of course. 


"The thing that irritates me most Is 


the parents who condone shoplifting and 
even use their kids in the theft," Mrs. 
Weaver said. She described the situation 
of a mother taking her preschooler, try- 
Ing a sweatshirt or coat on him, and in- 
tentionally letting the child wear the 
clothes out of the store. 


Fewer employes and the self-service 


system may be two reasons for high in- 
cidents of shoplifting in the large dis- 
count stores. A good security agent will 
recover as much as $5,000 worth of mer- 
chandise a year, according to Mrs. 
Weaver. 


SOME OF THE larger chain stores will 


watch the "shrink rate" of individual 
outlets, or the amount lost to theft out of 
the total inventory. When the amount 
gets above a certain level, perhaps 3 to 6 
per cent, more security agents may be 
sent into the store to step up the shop- 
lifter patrol. 


At peak times during the holidays, 


Mrs. Weaver says she requests an extra 
agent or two to help stem the flow of

against the clerk of the ordinance speci- 
fied hours, and the clerk worked fewer 
than the number specified, he said. 


BECAUSE THE office is an elective 


one, the clerk must answer only to the 
voters. If the clerk failed to fulfill the 
hour requirements, a citizens' suit could 
be filed seeking court action against the 
person in office, said Hofcrt. The only 
other recourse for tha village would be to 
elect someone else to the office when the 
existing clerk's term expired. 


The change to full-time status is to be 


effective May 1, 1973, when the next vil- 
lage clerk takes office. Mrs. Virginia 
Ncttcr, currently holding the part-time 
clerk's post, told the board Monday she 
approved of the change making it a full- 
time job. The village is growing, and the 
responsibilities of the office make a full- 
time person desirable, she said. 


Mrs. Ncttcr emphasized she has no in- 


tention of running for reelection. 


Trustee Edward Henncssy, chairman 


of the judiciary committee, said he had 
discussed the change with the clerk of 
the City of DCS Plalncs, who has held the 
position in botli part and full-time capac- 
ities. 


THE DES PLAINES clerk thought the 


full-time position was more responsive to 
the public, because the official is avail- 
able on a regular, full-day basis and is 
more accessible to the public, Henncssy 
said. 


The salary was established, said Hen- 


nessy, by starting with the existing sala- 
ry for deputy clerk, currently a full-time 
post, adding a raise to it for increased 
responsibility, and allowing for a five or 
six per cent annual raise over the four- 
year term. The annual figures then were 
averaged to arrive at a constant annual 
salary. The approved salary cannot be 
changed during the elected clerk's term 
of office, noted Henncssy, and the figure 
approved had to include an allowance for 
the restriction against granting yearly 
raises. 
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unpurchased goods. 


Shoplifting in the self-service stores 


seems to come from individuals or pairs 
of people, Mrs. Weaver said. With two 
people, one can watch for a sales clerk 
while the other Is hiding the merchan- 
dise. But so far, there has been little evi- 
dence of an organized theft ring oper- 
ating in the area. 


The situation may be different at the 


larger shopping centers. 


Five Chicagoans were arrested in late 


November by Schaumburg police on mul- 
tiple counts of grand theft at Woodficld 
Mall. Police suspect that the five were 
part of a "steal to order" shoplifting ring 
operating at the new shopping center. 


SUCH PROFESSIONAL rings may be 


less common at the older shopping cen- 
ters, such as Randhurst in Mount Pros- 
pect Security officers at the 10-year-old 
center are more likely to recognize the 
professionals, many of whom have built 
up long records from past arrests. 


Among the amateurs, teenagers and 


adults share the spotlight as suspects for 
shoplifting. 


"The majority of them are teens, but 


we find adults, too," Palatine police Sgt. 
Gordon Mosby said. He added that the 
stolen items may range from a beef 
steak lifted from the grocery counter to 
a packet of film or cord of batteries. 


Photographic equipment, costume jew 


elry and cosmetics arc 
the most 


frequently stolen Items at Zayres, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Weaver. At Randhurst, 
clothing, cosmetics, costume jewelry and 


stereo tapes top the list. 


Different stores handle their shoplifters 


In their own way. Some may prefer to 
talk to the person who is caught stealing 
a very minor item. They may have the 
shoplifter sign an admission form for the 
theft, then let him go without pressing 
charges. 


OTHERS CHOOSE to prosecute nearly 


every case. Penalty for a first offense 
will usually be from six months to a year 
supervision, when the shoplifter is placed 
on good behavior and reviewed by the 
judge. A second incident may mean a fine 
a short jail sentence or both. 


"I don't really like to send them to the 


(police) station," Mrs. Weaver said. 
"We're really interested in preventing 
them from doing it again." 


Prevention techniques aren't obvious 


In the store, except for mirrors. Uni- 
formed guards don't stand in the aisles 
to intimidate would-be shoplifters. In- 
stead, the staff members at Zayres work 
unidentified, wearing an overcoat, push- 
ing a cart and browsing at Items like 
most of the other shoppers. 


When she does spot a shoplifter, the 


security officer must wait until the per- 
son has walked out of the store to make 
the arrest. 


The most frustrating part of stopping a 


shoplifter may be realizing there is really 
no reason for the person to be stealing 
the goods, according to Mrs. Weaver. 


"Usually half of the people that steal 


have the money in their pockets," she 
said.

In the contest between Blair and challen- 
ger Henry J. Hyde of Chicago, Richard 
has supported Hyde while William has 
backed Blair. 


With the legislature divided between 89 


Republicans- and 83 Democrats; the 
spcakcrshlp question remains focused on 
Republicans Schlickman and Hirschfeld, 
both of whom have vowed they will nev- 
er vote for Blair. 


Both Schlickman and Hirschfeld reas- 


serted their positions yesterday. Schlick- 
man, asked if he had relented from his 
vow concerning Blair, declared, "Never, 
never, never."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Shortly after 


his election victory lost month, President 
Nixon asked some 1,500 government offi- 
cials to submit letters of resignation as a 
prelude to an administration "shokcup." 


And now ho Is In the process of decid- 


ing which executives to retain and which 
to let go. 


Thus we can sec that writing letters of 


resignation Is one of the most Important 
duties a presidential appointee performs. 


KOIl IN ORDER to keep his job he 


must tender his resignation in such a 
way that the President will reject it. 
Which takes a lot of talent. 


Writing something In hopes it will be 


rejected goes against the basic Instincts 
of authorship and Is not only unnatural 
but paradoxical. 


To succeed, the letter must fall. Ac- 


ceptance Is disaster. The writer must 
pull tho rug from under himself in such a 
way that he will land on both feet. 


I'VE NEVER undertaken a literary ef- 


fort of that lort but I imagine tho typical 
specimen reads something like this: 


"Dear Mr. President: 
"In accordance with your request, I 


hereby tender my resignation as your 
loyal, obedient, trustworthy, dedicated 
and admiring Deputy Assistant Vice Un- 
dersecretary for Hemispheric Correla- 
tion. 


"Permit me to say how much I appre- 


ciate the opportunity of serving in your 
administration. The 18 hours a day that I 
have been devoting to this job have been 
the most rewarding experience of my 
life. 


"In personal satisfaction, they have 


been matched only by the off-duty time I 
spent working for your re-election. 


"And,

"The trouble with that is that I am not 


going to 'get In line' now or later, and 
that I am not asking for anything," 
Hirschfeld declared. 


Assuming that the full membership of 


177 legislators is present during the elec- 
tion of the speaker, Schlickman and 
Hirschfeld might block the election of a 
speaker indefinitely by casting their bal- 
lots for a Republican other than Blair. 


House rules require that the speaker 


must be elected by a majority of those 
"present and voting." If there ore 177 
members present, neither the Republican 
nor Democratic nominee could gain the 
needed 89 votes if even one vote goes to 
a third candidate, unless one or more 
party members cross over to vote for the 
other party's nominee. That possibility is 
discounted by most legislators, at least 
on the. first ballot. 


If Blair is blocked on the first ballot, 


many Republicans who consider them- 
selves bound by his nomination in caucus 
will feel free to go to another candidate. 


Even some Republicans who partici- 


pated In the ballot to make Blair's nomi- 
nation unanimous after he defeated Hyde 
51-38 (Schlickman and Hirschfeld walked 
out before the vote on unanimity), are 
now imposing conditions on first-ballot 
support of Blair. 


Rep. Robert S. Juckctt of Park Ridge, 


among others, has declared he might 
vote for another candidate unless Blair 
announces before the vote acceptable 
persons whom he will appoint to the 
many leadership positions and com- 
mittee chairmanships. 


ALSO COMPLICATING the spoak- 


ershlp question'is the possibility of ab- 
sences or vacancies in tho House. One 


election winner, Roger P. McAullffe of 
Chicago, is being challenged on charges 
that he did not meet residency require- 
ments in his new district His quali- 
fications will be determined by the House 
itself and If he were ousted, there would 
be an even 88-88 split between the Re- 
publicans and Democrats. 
. 
With or without McAuliffc, the House 


membership on voting day could be re- 
duced by death or illness. In 1969, two 
members died between election day and 
the convening of the legislature. In 1961, 
three Republicans absented themselves 
from the House, clearing tho way for the 
election of Democrat Paul Powell as a 
minority speaker. 


Adding to the possibility of'a deadlock 


is the doubt that Democrat Clyde Choate 
of Anna, the minority leader, can hold all 
88 members on his side behind his can- 
didacy for the speaker-ship. 


Many Democrats, including several in 


the Northwest suburbs, are known to pre- 
fer the election of Hyde over either 
Choate or Blair. 


If the deadlock should develop, the 


brothers Walsh might become the lead- 
ing contenders for the speakershlp. Both 
are widely respected on the Republican 
side and Hirschfeld and Hyde, for two, 
have has indicated that they could sup- 
port cither one if it is not possible to 
elect Hyde. 


In that event, Oak Park's Richard 


Walsh could have the edge, due to the 
fact that some Hyde supporters were dis- 
turbed by his brother William's active 
support of Blair. William had been 
sharply critical of Blair during the legis- 
lative session, and some have questioned 
what he may have been offered in return 
for his support.

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Return To Politics Is Possible 
Ogilvie Contemplates His Future 


EDITOR'S NOTE: (UPI) — Spring, 


field bureau manager Robert Kleckhefcr 
and reporter Tom Laure recently con- 
ducted an cxcluiltc Inlenlew \tllh Gov. 
Richard D. Ogllxlc — one of the few he 
hn granted ilnce hit Nov. 7 defeat. The 
following story It baled on t"«l Inter- 
view. 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov. Richard 


B. Ogilvie is not planning a quick return 
to politics and feels Attorney General 
William Scott should have "top claim" to 
the 1976 Republican gubernatorial nomi- 
nation. 


Howevor, the outgoing governor docs 


not rule out future political activity, he 
told UPI In a recent exclusive Interview 
— one of the few he has granted since 
his Nov. 7 defeat by Gov-elect Daniel 
Walker. 


Ogilvie also outlined three possible av- 


enues for his career in the wake of the 
narrow, 77.949 • vote defeat: A possible 
Cabinet post In the Nixon administration, 
a return to the practice of law or a busi- 
ness post. 


Discussing the possibility of a federal 


job, Ogilvie said, "Frankly, the only of- 
fice I would accept without arguing with 
anybody would be the U.S. attorney gen- 
eral. I would not go to Washington just to 
be, you know, In the Cabinet." 


The governor said, however, he has 


"not been contacted by tho President or 
by anybody In his behalf" about such a 
job. 


"THE SECOND possibility would be to 


resume my law practice and I have had 
several — more than several — In- 
vitations to associate or become partners 
In Chicago firms. Another thing I might 
do ... would be to form my own firm " 


Ogilvie. -19. practiced law in Chicago 


between 1930 and 1958. He also has been 
associated with the U S. attorney's office 
there and for three >cars served as a 
special assistant to the US attorney 
general. 


If he docs return to private practice, 


Ogilvie said, It would bo a general one. 
"My background is In trial work but I 
think I'm getting too old for that." 


"The third possibility in terms of fu- 


ture activities might be In the field of 
business. And I have had some Inquiries 
along that line. I have not talked to any- 
body yet so I can't tell you anything oth- 
er than this Is a possibility." 


But Ogilvie said finding a possible po- 


litical springboard was not a consid- 
eration In looking for a new career. In

fact, he said, ho Is looking for work 
which "I think I would most enjoy doing 
and that would provide the remuneration 
or compensation to support my family/' 


The Republican Party in Illinois, 


Ogilvie said, Is In "reasonable shape ... 
So far as the leadership of the party is 
concerned that Is not all as bright and 
rosy as some people seem to think it is. 
It's a very heavy burden and sometimes 
a very vexing one. I'm not unwilling to 
shift all or part of that to others." 


Asked who ho thought night win the 


party's 197G gubernatorial nod, Ogilvie 
replied, "It's hard to say. I haven't 
talked to anybody as to their interests 
although I think tho speculation that the 
attorney general would certainly have 
top claim on that opportunity is a fair 
one." 


HE DENIED, however, that Scott had 


been offered a "top claim" in return for 
not opposing him this year. "I made it 
very clear I was going to run for gover- 
nor and I never heard otherwise from 
him, other than he was going to run for 
attorney general," Ogilvie said. 


The governor did not, however, pre- 


clude the possibility he might someday 
step back Into active politics. "I have not 
made a Sherman-like statement other 
than to say that I was not going to be a 
candidate for the United States Senate In 
1974," he said. "Frankly, It's just too 
soon to give any real consideration to 
that." 


Ogilvie repeated earlier statements 


that "there were tvvo things that were 
factors in tho fact we didn't win" — his 
sponsorship of the state income tax and 
the low voter turnout. 


He added, however, "We were talking 


to 
some highly placed Democrats 


recently and It was their opinion before 
election day that a 48 million turnout 
would return me to office ... but tho 
vote, of course, was substantially less 
than that. I think there were probably a 
lot of Republicans who believed tho polls 


that the President was in such strong 
shape that they just decided it wasn't im- 
portant that they vote." 


Ogilvie credited his almost unanimous 


endorsement by state newspapers with 
pulling him close to Walker. "If I hadn't 
gotten them I wouldn't have done as well 
as I did," he said. 


His regrets, he said, center not on the 


fact that he lost but on tho programs he 
will be unable to finish. 


"THERE ARE two things I would 


spend another four years on," Ogilvie 
said. "Priority Items would be to contin- 
ue to work for a more equitable revenue 
picture in this state ... and then the 
very substantial commitment of time 
and resources that we've put into getting 
prepared for a reorganization of state 
government... 


"This would have been, I think, an Im- 


portant thing for me and for the state — 
trying to make this apparatus of govern- 
ment, really, more responsive to the gov- 
ernor and that, of course, makes it pos- 


sible for him to do things for the people." 


The work on reorganization, he said, 


he will leave to Walker. "But what his 
interests are going to be, I don't know." 


Ogilvie also chlded Walker for moving 


slowly on the fiscal 1974 budget, which 
by law must be presented to the legisla- 
ture March 1,1973. 


> "I will not be making any Irrevocable 
decisions in connection with it," Ogilvie 
said. "In fact, what we will do is present 
him (Walker) with the options that are 
available just as the Budget Department 
would have done if I had still been here." 


Ogtlvie pointed out that In 1969 fie be- 


came the first incoming governor ever to 
meet the statutory time limit for presen- 
tation of the budget. But, he said, the 
date then was fixed in April. Walker, he 
Indicated, will have more difficulty now 
that the date has been advanced a 
month. 


But, he added, "We've got a hell of a 


lot better budget operation available to 
him than wo had when we took over."

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Education Today 
Unit District Idea Scares Boards

Many of the people at Uic unit district 


meeting called last week by High School 
OUt. 2H didn't know each other. 


In an ordinary gathering, that fact 


wouldn't be too note-worthy, but gath- 
ered at Rolling Meadows High School 
last Wednesday were the superintendents 
and board members from eight North- 
west Suburban school districts. 


The fact la, of course, that there arc 


rarely any occasions for all those people 
to get together, so It's not really surpris- 
ing that many of the board members 
knew little about one another. The super- 
intendents get together regularly, but not 
the board members. 


The purpose of the gathering was to 


dbcuss the problem facing Dist. 214 be- 
cause of Its feeder elementary districts, 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. Is seriously 
considering the possibility of forming a 
unit district. 


The meeting was cordial, the food was 


good and the board members chatted 
amiably as they ate. It was only when 
the discussion began, Introduced by Dist. 


214 Board Prcs. Ray Erlckson, that tho 
tensions started to show. 


Because the fact was many of the 


board members, and perhaps their su- 
perintendents, really didn't want to be at 
that meeting. They didn't wont to discuss 
the subject of unit districts, which might 
lead to Uw reorganization of their school 
districts to combine high schools and ele- 
mentary schools under a single adminis- 
tration and board. 


EVEN SO, tho meeting got off to a 


slow start, with few board members 
speaking their minds. Instead, one by 
one, board presidents rose, introduced 
themselves, and said, in essence,' "Sure 
we'll study unit districts If everyone else 
docs, but we want to be very careful 
about acting too hastily." 


It was only after a few minutes, when 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 Supt. 
Ken Gill stood up that the real issues 
started to come out. Gill pointed out 
sharply that "Dist. S3 is forcing Dist. 
214'shand." 


That was when things started to get 


Interesting, Members of the Dist. 59 
board and their superintendent, James 


Ervlti, had fortuitously chosen to sit at 
the center table and were surrounded by 
all the other districts who were asking 
questions about their intentions. 


That was the point at which it became 


apparent that many of the board mem- 
bers there didn't want to be there. And, 
even though many of them had met for 
the first time, they found it easy to agree 
that they were upset by Dist. 59's moves 
toward a unit district. 


There arc a lot of reasons the other 


elementary districts arc upset by Dist. 
59's action — some of them fairly ob- 
vious. 


For one thing, Dist. 59 has started 


something it may not be able to control. 
Once the study they arc doing on unit 
districts is completed, residents of their 
area can flic petitions to reorganize the 
district without necessarily consulting 
the board. 


ALSO, THE OTHER elementary dis- 


tricts, even if their boundaries are not 
directly affected by a Dist. 59 move, are 
going to find themselves increasingly 
pressured as Dist. 214 seeks to respond 
to Dist. 59. As Gill pointed out, Dist. 214 


doesn't have a choice of whether to react 
to Dist. 59. In addition, unit districting 
may be contagious, and residents of oth- 
er areas may follow the lead of Dist. 59. 


Uncharitable types might say the 


board members are afraid of losing their 
jobs if their districts arc reorganized, 
and I suppose for some who are political- 
ly ambitious that might be a factor. 


However, school board members are 


paid such a princely sum (nothing) for 
their thankless work that I hesitate to 
pin that charge on many of them. In- 
stead, I suspect that the main part of the 
unhappiness I sensed at the unit district 
"summit meeting" came from a fear of 
uncertainty and of the unknown. 


Dist. 59, by starting some serious talk 


and taking some serious action toward 
the formation of unit school districts in 
their area, has upset the status quo — 
and despite all the wishing of officials 
from tho other school districts, things 
aren't going back to where they started. 


Other districts are going to be forced 


to address a topic of Dist. 59's making 
and that probably won't become more 
palatable as time goes on. /

Rickles' Style Born Of 
'Self-Defense'

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Insult comedi- 


an Don RJcklcs has on hour variety spe- 
cial on CBSTV next Tuesday, and the 
network notes that he came up with his 
stylo of humor "in self-defense." 


Recalling he once was a saloon comic, 


competing with dancing bears and glrly 
acts for attention, a CBS-TV summary of 
the comedian's turnabout tells this talc: 


"Shortly after his discharge from the 


V. S. Navy in IMG, Rlcktcs was booked 
into a honky tank club In the Washington, 
D.C., area \vhcrc the clientele was made 
up largely of sailors on leave. 


" They were walling for the striptease 


dancer to appear,' Rlckles recalls, 'and 
they wcro in no mood to listen to me. 


They began yelling at me to get off the 
stage. I figured — this Is it. If I can't 
make it here In this sewer, I'd better get 
out of the business.' 


"SO niCKLES began hurling insults 


back at the audience. 'At first (he says), 
they were surprised and shocked. I'd 
caught them off balance. Then they be- 
gan to laugh, and after that I had their 
attention. It was a long chance to take — 
but it not only saved my career, It set 
my style.'" 


OVEIl AT NBC-TV, another network 


summary — this one in connection with 
the 25th anniversary of "Meet the Press" 
last month — reminds us of the colorful 
news correspondent who was a guest on 
the scries more often than anyone else. 


Who was it? Well, recalls the network, 


it was Mrs. May Craig, who made "a 
record 243 appearances on the program, 
more than any reporter except Lawrence 
E. Splvak, producer and regular panelist 
of 'Meet the Press'." 


NBC-TV notes that President Nixon 


was among the prominent persons who 
sent congratulatory messages to "Meet 
the Press" and Spivak for the 25th anni- 
versary, describing the series as "a fair 
and vital forum." 


AND THEN there is MGM Television, 


which offers this information — not 
monument)!, I admit, but a bit of fact 
that contains the flavor of Hollywood 
nostalgia.

Unit Plan 
Needs Study 


The Northwest suburbs' largest 


industry and greatest source of 
community pride — its schools — 
may be on the thrcshhold of dra- 
matic changes in organization and 
composition. 


A study is being conducted in Elk 


Grove Township Dist. 59 of the for- 
mation of a unit district, which 
would 
combine elementary and 


high schools under a single boatd 
of education. If the study so in- 
dicates, residents of Dist. 59 may 
soon file petitions to form one or 
more unit districts in their area. 


We welcome this study as a ve- 


hicle for suburban educators to dis- 
cuss seriously the future of our 
school systems and to find ways 
to cope with changing tax and so- 
cial structures in these commu- 
nities. 


There are many pitfalls awaiting 


efforts to form unit school districts, 
as any petition would have to win 
approval 
from the Cook County 


School 
Superintendent 
and 
the 


slate office of education before a 
referendum could be held. 


However, the existence of the 


study, which is due for completion 
March 1. Indicates for the first 
time in many years that change in 
area school organization is possible 
— and it may in fact be imminent. 


High School 
Dist. 214. which 


would stand to lose Forest View 
and Elk Grove high schools and a 
substantial portion of its assessed 
value if Dist. 59 succeeds in form- 
ini; a unit district, called a ".sum- 
mit meeting" last week of board 
members from all its feeder ele- 
mentary districts. 


The districts agreed to form a 


committee in reaction to the unit 
district question but seemed to be 
uncertain about whether the com- 
mittee should study formation of 
unit school districts or whether it 
should study how to stop Dist. 59. 


\Ve believe the districts should 


undertake a positive study, not a 
study designed only to thwart an- 
other district. The study should ad- 
dress itself to the complex ques- 
tions relating to the present school 
organization. 


Specifically, the districts should 


ask whether forming some com- 


bination of unit school districts 
would be a way to eliminate exist- 
ing inequities among area dis- 
tricts. Right now, residents of Dist. 
59 are receiving the substantial 
benefits of Centex Industrial Park 
for both their elementary and high 
schools, while residents of Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 face the prospect 
of bankrupt elementary schools. 


Also, the districts should serious- 


ly consider whether they can pro- 
vide a better education with a unit 
district structure providing contin- 
uity between elementary and high 
schools. Dist. 59 Supt. James Erviti 
has said he believes a unit district 
can provide better foreign lan- 
guage programs and better coun- 
seling programs than the present 
s y s t e m . That issue deserves 
serious consideration. 


In addition, the districts should 


take a close look at the financial 
advantages provided by present 
state school aid formulas for unit 
districts. 
Some estimates 
have 


been made that the Dist. 214 area 
loses $10 million in state aid each 
year because it does not have a unit 
district. 


Certainly the present state aid 


formulas are subject to change, 
and the benefit for unit districts is 
under attack in the courts How- 
ever, it appeai-s that area schools 
would be financially much sounder 
if they receive the benefit for unit 
districts for only one year. 


Although it is much too early to 


take a position for or against a unit 
district in the area, there are many 
unanswered questions and possible 
advantages that must be dealt with 
before anyone can take an absolute 
p o s i t i o n against forming unit 
school districts. We urge the school 
officials to approach the question 
with an open mind. 


In addition, 
we believe com- 


mendation is in order for Dist. 59, 
which has risked unpopularity with 
other school districts to lead the 
way in the study A single Dist. 59 
unit may not be the best answer for 
the school problems of the North- 
west suburbs, but at least Dist. 59 
has begun to address an issue that 
has been too long overlooked in the 
suburbs. 


Highway Open Season 


It will be a long time before two 


men jump the gun on deer season 
in Mcigs County, Ohio. 


A judge there fined one of them 


$500. gave him a five-month sus- 
pended jail sentence and revoked 
his hunting rights for 15 years for 
hunting deer out of season. 


The other got off slightly easier 


— $100 fine, four-month suspended 
sentence and hunting rights denied 
for 12 years. 


The 
punishments, 
while 
stiff, 


were not extraordinarily so. Hunt- 
ing laws in most parts of the coun- 
try carry pretty strong sanctions 
and judges don't hesitate to employ 
them. And in general, hunters sup- 
port the laws, both in their strict- 
ness and in their enforcement, be- 
cause they know that their sport 
d e p e n d s upon the wise con- 
servation of animal resources. 


It is ironic, though, that the law 


seems to do more to protect ani- 
mals than it does to protect people. 


In some circumstances, you can 


actually have more trouble on your 
hands if you kill Farmer Brown's 
cow than if you kill Farmer Brown 


himself. 


If any judge, as a matter of pol- 


icy, revoked peoples' driving li- 
censes for 12 or 15 years because 
they were responsible for the tak- 
ing of a human life on the highway, 
he would be called a hanging 
judge. 


Of course, most traffic deaths 


are caused by "accidents." Unlike 
hunters knowingly violating hunt- 
ing laws, few people get behind the 
wheels of their cars with the delib- 
erate intention of killing someone. 
For many people, too, a car is es- 
sential to their livelihoods. 


Yet it seems that in so many 


cases, a person has to be grossly in 
the wrong, almost willfully negli- 
gent and have a record of acci- 
dents and violations as long as his 
arm before the law takes the ex- 
treme step of revoking his license 
more or less permanently. 


This is because, just the opposite 


of the situation with hunting, the 
public docs NOT support stiff laws 
and stiff punishment of violators.

Sivimming Time Device Defended 


Tliis is In response to the letter of No- 


vember 29 in reference to the automatic 
timing device. 


The recent swimming marathon for the 


purchase of the electronic timer was not 
instigated by the Park District of Arling- 
ton Heights but a joint effort on the part 
of the swimming teams from Arlington 
High School, Forest View High School 
and the Park District. It will also be sup- 
ported by Rolling Meadows High School 
and all four teams presently using Olym- 
pic Pool as their home pool for practice 
and meets. In addition to the timing de- 
vice, the money will be used for the im- 
provement of competitive swimming and 
diving equipment and facilities. 


The timing unit Is not a "status sym- 


bol" for our pool as it adds nothing to tho 
Olympic Park facility. It is being used in 
over SO swimming pools in the state of 
Illinois as it Is Uic best aid to guarantee 
that swimming races will be scored as 
they were actually swum. In the past 
two years, Olympic Pool has been host to 
two Mid-Suburban Swimming Champion- 
ships and two Northern Illinois Swim- 
ming Championships as welt as one 
freshman invitational. To run meets of 
this caliber as well as the many dual 


meets we have, it is essential that we 
have accurate results. 


Hand timers and place judges deter- 


mining finishes is not the most accurate 
method. The present swimming rules 
book contains a large section on auto- 
matic timers and recommends tlieir use. 
One of the biggest difficulties with hand 
timers is finding people with experience 
in timing or willing to expend the effort 
to learn how to use a stop watch. It is 
even more difficult to find people willing 
to pick places as it is a job that puts a 
person on the spot in close races. Our 
summer city meets are an example of 
this as we have had days that we have 
not found people to help and our results 
were far from accurate because of tliis. 
A fully automatic timer would eliminate 
these errors. 


Timing to 1/1000 of a second is not the 


most important clement of the unit to 
us as coaches. What Is important is tlic 
unit accurately picking the places as 
they finish. Accurate finishes arc as im- 
portant to swimmers at any age level as 
it is for swimmers In the Olympic 
Games. It might be added that there was 
no question of officiating in the swim- 
ming section of the Olympics primarily 
due to Uio electronic timer. The timer is 


a requirement for championships from 
the districts to the state high school 
meets. Conference funds this summer 
allowed us to rent a unit for the confer- 
ence meet and that sold us on the unit. 
In addition to accuracy, it also speeded 
up the meet as we could immediately an- 
nounce the results with the control unit 
located next to the announcer. 


The four swimming teams participat- 


ing in the marathon know this. They 
were willing to go out for pledges, swim 
further than they ever have before to ful- 
fill tlic pledges, and then collect on them. 
The people of Arlington Heights and sur- 
rounding areas also must realize this or 
they would not have supported the ven- 
ture. At no time was any thought given 
to using funds from the Park District or 
District 214. If the public had 
not 


supported us, we would not have gone 
through with the purchase of the unit. 
Now all teams swimming In Arlington 
Heights can be guaranteed that races 
swum in our pools will be scored as they 
actually finish and be accurately timed.

The Public's Issue 


Another View Of Unit Districts 


One of the hottest topics today In North, 


west suburban educational circles Is 
uhcthcr the shapes of sonic of our public 
school districts should be altered radi- 
cally to save1 money. 


Some educators, specifically those In 


Dist. 59, arc talking about "unit dis- 
tricts"; that Is, placing elementary and 
high school districts In one unit district 
with one school board. 


The Herald's taken an editorial stand 


on the Issue, while Lloyd Dcmcl, presi- 
dent of the Hivcr Trails Dist. 28 board of 
education, has offered us today's "Pub- 
lic's Issue" column. 


Dcmcl was elected to the Dist. 26 


board In May, and shortly after that was 
elected board president. A resident of 
Prospect Heights, Dcmcl works for Uni- 
versal Oil Products.

The question of changing to a unit dis- 


trict is often answered by, "Why change 
things?" The constant stream of changes 
within our society arc upsetting to many 
people, as vividly portrayed in the book, 
Future Shock. 


The question of whether to study the 


a d v a n t a g e s and disadvantages of 
unit/dual districts is, however, academ- 
ic. The elementary scool districts falling 
within the boundaries of High School 
Dist. 214 are being forced to consider 
the alternatives simply because Ele- 
mentary Dist. 59 is moving rapidly to 
complete their study by March 1. If the 


Citizens' Committee of Dist. 39 recom- 
mends a unit district to their school 
board, it is conceivable that significant 
changes could occur in tlic educational 
and tax structures of nearby school dis- 
tricts. At that time the other elementary 
districts within Dist. 214 boundaries (15, 
21, 23, 25, 26, 57) must know how to re- 
spond intelligently. To some extent, Dist. 
59 is forcing Dist. 214 and its feeder ele- 
mentary districts into a study that some 
people believe should have occurred 
some time ago. 


The subject can be simplistically di- 


vided into two categories: educational

benefits and tax/financial. The question 
of educational benefits, or lack thereof, 
is best left to the educators. Their profes- 
sional opinions would hopefully include 
the impact on both students and teach- 
ers. Presumably, coordinated curricu- 
lums could eliminate inefficiencies and 
duplication. The savings that might be 
derived from elimination of duplicate ad- 
ministrative teams and equipment, how- 
ever, might easily be offset by the in- 
efficiency and slow reaction of a large 
bureaucracy. 


The most obvious change could occur 


in the 
r e v i s i o n of 
the tax 


base. Specifically, if Dist. 59, as a unit 
district, were to remove the entire Cen- 


tex Industrial complex from Dist. 214's 
tax base, the real estate tax would 
change appreciably. That is, people re- 
siding within Dist. 59 would find their 
real estate tax to be significantly lower 
while those residing within the new 
boundaries of Dist. 214 would find them 
appreciably higher. 


Realistically, emotionalism could be 


removed from the Dist. 59 study of 
unit/dual district advantages if the 
premise was to acquire an identical per- 
centage of students and tax base from 
Dist. 214. While admittedly idealistic, 
this would allow an evaluation based 
only on educational and administrative 
comparisons. 


Many people believe the entire subject 


is premature, simply because we must 
await court decisions relating to the con- 
stitutionality of our present method of us- 
ing real estate taxation as the basis of 
financing 
school districts. 
However, 


those decisions and changes are not Im- 
minent. Several cases, such as "Rodri- 
guez" and "Serrano" will very likely 
take several years to reach their final 
stages of appeal and become the "law of 
the land." 


Comparison of unit/dual districts is 


partly related to the difference hi state 
aid, since Illinois presently provides a 
greater payment per student for unit dis- 
tricts. The Northwest 'Educational Coop- 
erative study of July, 1972, estimates an 
increase of $11.5 million in state aid is 
possible if Dist. 214 and its elementary 
districts were to become a unit dis- 
trict. 


It is quite possible that the discussion 


and studies being pursued by this group 
of school districts within Dist 214 (and a 
portion of Dist. 211) could influence the 
dual/unit litigation now pending in Illi- 
nois. Hopefully, our legislators look to in- 
terested parties and experts in any area 
of our society prior to writing or rewrit- 
ing legislation. Based on the assumpton 


that school boards do represent the 
thoughts and wishes of taxpayers within 
their districts, it is my belief that an in- 
telligent evaluation of alternatives would 
be beneficial not only to the school dis- 
tricts in our area but also in other parts 
of Illinois. 


Hopefully, mature people in both Dist. 


59 and Dist. 214 (and its elementary dis- 
tricts) will approach the entire subject of 
unit/dual districts in an unselfish, in- 
telligent, and cooperative manner. That 
approach is the only means of achieving 
beneficial results for all students, tax- 
payers, and educators.

NEW YORK (UPI) - When docs a 


nonprofit business cease to bo strictly 
nonprofit and when docs a university or 
foundation research laboratory overstep 
the lino in competing with private enter- 
prise? 


These questions arc raised in a lawsuit 


filed recently In Philadelphia by a com- 
merclal microscopy firm called Struc- 
ture Probe, Inc., against Franklin In- 
stitute. 


Charles Garbcr, president of Structure 


Probe, told United Press International 
ho didn't realize when ho went Into the 
business of offering electron microscopy 
services to Industry In Philadelphia that 
his competitors would not be other com- 
mercial laboratories, but tax-exempt 
Franklin Institute, a respected institution 
of learning. 


Career's suit charges that Franklin Is 


selling electron microscopy service to 
Pennsylvania Industry at prices he can't 
possibly meet. It says Franklin In- 
stitute's competition caused his firm to 
low $151,200 in 18 months. He asks that 
Franklin Institute be forbidden to engage 
In commercial electron microscopy on 
the grounds that doing so violates the In- 
stitute's charter. 


PIIKMDENT Bowcn C. Decs of Frank- 


lln, said the Institute has not sought to 
compete with commercial laboratories 
ami said it docs pay some taxes and re- 
ceives no subsidies. He also said Gar- 
bcr's suit, if successful, would raise 
enormous questions for nonprofit scien- 
tific laboratories Including those of many 
universities. 


E. D. Mayo of Lucius Pltkin & Co, of 


New York, who is president of the Amer- 
ican Council of Independent Labora- 
tories, and Douglas Dies, the council's 
e x e c u t i v e secretary In Washington, 
agreed. They said Garbcr's suit could 
even raise embarrassing questions for 
such prestigious nonprofit research labo- 
ratories as Dattcllc Memorial Institute In 
Columbus, Ohio, Stanford Research In- 
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stituto on the west coast and Southwest 
Research Institute In Dallas. 


Their association includes about 170 of 


some 400 Independent commercial and 
industrial research and testing labora- 
tories in the United States. 


They said that for years the com- 


mercial labor people who pay taxes and 
earn profits have been plagued inter- 
mittently by unfair competition from 
nonprofit laboratories, Including those of 
some universities. "Often the university 
competition is unintentional, the result of 
somo professor's desire to make a little 
money out of equipment the university is 
under-using," Dies said. "These cases 
usually are easy to solve." 


But Mayo said Inflation and resulting 


cost problems In the universities In re- 
cent years have caused some of them to 
engage deliberately in unfair competition 
with the commercial labs, providing or- 
dinary testing services as well as true 
research. 


IN THIS WAY. he said, the universities 


manage to keep on tho staff people they 
otherwise would have to drop. 


Mayo seemed more concerned over the 


activities of the nonprofit research foun- 
dations than those of the university labs. 
He 
said 
nonprofit 
foundation labs 


frequently use their tax exempt facilities 
to do private and secret work for strictly 
commercial clients and actively market 
their services to such clients. 


The question of where these founda- 


tions cease to be truly nonprofit is very 
complex, he said. He proposed one test 
which tho government might impose. It 
would require that nonprofit laboratories 
make public promptly all the results of 
their research contracts except govern- 
ment classified work. That, he said, 
would compel private industry clients 
n anting research done in secret to stick 
to commercial laboratories. 


Retailers Do 
A Good Job, 
Survey Shows 


"It would appear that retailers gener- 


ally arc doing n good job of providing 
customers with wanted merchandise," 
said Hugh E. Muncy, president, Illinois 
Retail Merchants Association, announc- 
ing results of n statewide survey of retail 
refund, exchange and layaway policies. 
The rate of merchandise returned Is less 
than 3 per cent for over three-fourths of 
merchants cooperating in the IHMA sur- 
\cy, and 12 per cent of the retailers re- 
port returns In the 3-5 per cent range. 


A number of exchange and refund pol- 


icies are offered by retailers to assure 
customer satisfaction. Tho time within • 
which a customer can return merchan- 
dise for satisfaction varies from store to 
store, but the majority says "within n 
reasonable time period." Only 24 per 
cent of tho stores advertise "customer 
satisfaction guaranteed," the sales force 
In tho majority of firms Is relied on to 
convey this message. 


Synthetic Oil 
Could Become 
Energy Source 


Although the National Petroleum Coun- 


cil estimates that synthetic oil sources 
will be providing less than one per cent 
of U.S. energy requirements by 1985, in 
the future they could become important 
new sources of energy. 


The possibilities ahead for synthetic 


fuels Is discussed in. a recent report by 
the American Petroleum Institute. 


Oil shale contains an organic material 


called kcrogen which, when heated to 
temperatures between 800 and 1000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, releases vapors that 
eventually can be refined into petroleum 
products. Although oil shale occurs over 
widespread areas of the United States, 
there arc snags. 


According to the current issue of Pet- 


roleum Today, one and one-half tons of 
rack must be processed for each barrel 
of oil produced, which will create en- 
vironmental problems. 


TO PRODUCE one million barrels of 


oil a day from shale, an investment of 
about $5 billion would be necessary, ac- 
cording to a National Petroleum Council 
estimate However, this oil would be par- 
tially refined, and thus command a pre- 
mium price — close to $4 a barrel com- 
pared to the current average crude price 
of $3.41 a barrel. 


The federal government has been slow 


In granting attractive lease terms for 
shale oil development, and 80 per cent of 
this oil shale Is located on federal lands. 


US. tar sand deposits are smaller 


than, and Inferior to, the Athabasca de- 
posit in Canada, and a tar sands plant in 
Athabasca has not yet proved com- 
mercially viable. Some 85 to 90 per cent 
of tar sands reserves are too deep to be 
mined, and so far, prohibitive costs limit 
the contribution these sands can make to 
our energy picture in the near future. 


A Bureau of Mines experimental pro- 


cess converts organic wastes — garbage, 
trash, animal manure — into non-pollut- 
ing, synthetic low-sulfur oil. A recent 
demonstration indicated that about one 
barrel of low-sulfur fuel oil can be pro- 
duced economically from one ton of mu- 
nicipal waste. 


This concept can have only a minor 


impact on our energy situation, accord- 
ing to Petroleum Today. Even if all mu- 
nicipal waste were converted at this ra- 
tio, it would supply our petroleum needs 
for less than two weeks Organic waste 
conversion lias yet to prove itself on a 
commercial scale, and much more re- 
search is needed. 


More research seems to be needed In 


the entire synthetic fuel area, according 
to the report Technology may yet pro- 
vide the answers, but for the rest of this 
decade, synchctlc fuels as major energy 
sources can appear only as intriguing 
possibilities.

Since we predicted last January, 10 


months before the event, the outcome of 
the recent presidential election, maybe 
you'll pay a little more attention now 
that we're donning our soothsayer's hat 
again. 


To be properly modest about It, we 


didn't actually predict the outcome — we 
only told readers how they could. The 
"Stock Trader's Almanac" (1972 edition) 
was our authority for the crystal-balling. 
It pointed out, at about this time last 
year, that if the widely watched stock 
market index, the Dow-Jones average, 
stood higher at election time than at the 
beginning of the year, an incumbent 
president should be an odds-on shoo-in. 


The Dow, as an election forecaster, has 


failed only three times since 1900. Com- 
ing through again this year gave it a bat- 
ting average of .833. 


Now that the 1973 edition of the alma- 


nac is out, what does it tell us of the 
future? 


BASICALLY A page-a-wcek desk ca- 


lendar and appointment book, the alma- 
nac is thickly interlarded with the kind 
of mathematical patterns of market be- 
havior that editor Yale Hlrsch delights In 
digging out. How the "square root rule 
favors low-priced stocks." The fact that 
"Fridays rise 53 per cent more times 
than Mondays." What's the best week of 
the month — the best month of the year? 
And so forth, mostly for the edification of 
the market trader. 


For those interested in more general 


economic trends, the '73 almanac calls 
attention to the "post-election year syn- 
drome." 


Politics being what it is, Hlrsch ob- 


serves, an incumbent administration 
tries, during an election year, to make 
the economy look good. You borrow a 
little from Peter to pay Paul. Tough, un- 
popular decisions are put off until after 
the votes are counted. And then comes 
the time to pay the piper. 


"And believe me," writes Hirsch, "we 


Americans have paid, and paid, and paid 
dearly in the past 60 years." He cites the 
following record of 15 post-election years, 
reaching back to 1912: 
• Three major wars began — In 1917, 


1941 and 1965. 
• Three "drastic bear markets" started 
— hi 1929,1937 and 1969. 
• Less severe bear markets occurred or 
were in progress in 1913, 1917, 1921, 1941, 
1949,1953 and 1957. 


THAT COVERS almost an the post- 


election years. "Only in 1925," notes the 
almanac, "were Americans blessed with 
peace and prosperity."

anemia. About four years ago after a 
scries of B-12 Injections ray doctor put 
me on one Injection of B-12 a month. The 
nurse stressed that the hip was the prop- 
er place for It. A year ago I moved and 
changed doctors and the nurse there 
Rave the injection In the arm. I asked the 
doctor If it shouldn't be in the hip instead 
of the arm and he said It didn't make 
any difference, so I don't know which 
one was right. 


I am always fatigued and started to 


take vitamins. I (old my doctor and he 
Just shrugs it off and goes on to some- 
thing else. I am CO years old and have to 
work to keep up. 


Dear Header — Other than comfort. It 


doesn't make any difference whether the 
Injection is made in the arm or in the 


hip. The important purpose of most In- 
jected medicines is to cither put It under 
the skin (subcutaneous) or into the 
muscle (IAD. A medicine placed under 
the skin rather than in the muscle is ab- 
sorbed slowly. This Is sometimes useful. 
Usually the medicine can be put under 
the skin in almost any region of the 
body. 


Muscles have good circulation and 


medicine injected into the muscle Is ra- 
pidly picked up by the blood stream and 
carried throughout the body. If a large 
meodlc Is used or a large amount in- 
jected, then a large muscle as found over 
the hip is used. For a small amount with 
a small needle, the arm muscle is more 
convenient. When done right the medi- 
cine will be picked up by the circulation 
In the arm muscle just about as fast as 


by the circulation In the hip muscle. So, 
this Is why your doctor said It didn't 
make any difference. 


If you take something by mouth, it has 


to be absorbed by the digestive tract and 
some medicines arc destroyed by the di- 
gestive juices In the stomach and the 
various enzymes. SUH another way to 
take medicine is to Inhale. Various 
sprays are used this way and the medi- 
cine Is absorbed by the circulation 
through the lungs. This Is usually very 
rapid. Finally, some medicines can be 
administered by rubbing them on the 
skin.

The reason the $3.00 fee paid by 
the sportsman at one of the public hunt- 
im: areas "docs not pay the cost of pro- 
ducing the birds." which cost you esU- 
mate at only $3.ro. Is because the phea- 
sant and quail chicks that go to private 
landowners and private hunting clubs go 
there free. 


I would like to give you a parallel ex- 


ample: Then* nrc a liuge number of so- 
cnllrd limited aecrss lakes In Illinois. Ac- 
cm In tbcsr lakrs It limited to property 
nnnrrs. nr village resident!! or other re- 
strlclrd gn>up« of people. Thry ore at 
any rate, not open to "the general pub- 
lic." 


The Department of Conservation regu- 


lations provide that the Division of Fish- 
eries cannot stock these lakes with fish 
unless the lake Is made available to "the 
public." Since the Department personnel, 
equipment and fish Involved arc all sup- 
ported by funds from Che public, the 
reputation Is fair. 


The Department, further, will stock 


am) assist In tlw management of these 
lakes only If the governing bodies of the 
waters involved can pay a substantial 
share of the cost of these activities. 


That's fair too. If I own a lake and 


refuse to allow anyone except my family 
and my friends to fish there, I certainly 
have no right to expect anyone else to 
look after it for me. If my lake needs 
fish and I am unwilling to open it to tho 
general public, then I should bo prepared 
to pay for the fish. 


Exactly the same doctrine should bo 


applied to game birds raised by the De- 
partment of Conservation. 


The Department, according to your 


own Fact Shrrt on thr Glen D. Palmer 
Gamr Farm at Yorkvlllr. raises 173,000 
plica <anl« annually. 75,000 of I hoe are 
•locked, as mature bird*, on the *evcn 
public hunting arrai, where fportimen 
pay $2.00 per day to bunt them. 


The other 100,000 are being stocked, 


and shot at, on private lands and in pri- 
vate clubs. 


If 73.000 birds are enough for the pub- 


lic hunting areas, then that leaves a sur- 
plus of 100,000 birds that the Department 
can "Mil" to the private clubs and land- 
owners who want them. 


Private club shooting Is fine for tne 


sportsman who likes, and can afford 
"club style" hunting. It also makes use 
of private land that would otherwise not 
be available to the "public" anyway. 
Many clubs do an outstanding job of rais- 
ing birds, raising habitat and food, and, 
generally managing their game in a pro- 
fessional manner. 


If, on the other hand, the Department 


prefers to provide the game birds to pri- 
vate landowners and game clubs without 
charge, then there ought to be, In all 
fairness, public access to these private 
lands that arc stocked with "public" 
birds. 


Either that, or cut expenses at the 


Palmer game farm by merely raising 
the number of birds that the public 
shooting areas require. 


The Chain of Lakes park In northern 


Illinois Is the only one of the seven public 
nrcnj that I am personally familiar with.

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No More Cookie Jars

Got money that's burning a hole In 


your pockctbook? 


Any dollar that's not working for you Is 


a dollar wasted, financial experts told 
women in a recent seminar on money 
management sponsored by the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 


That mcaai hiding a wad in the cookie 


Jar just won't do anymore. But to Invest 
one's nest egg wisely requires under- 
standing the various forms of Investment 
and deciding which alternative will be 
best for one's specific needs. 


The first prerequisite to Investing, of 


course, Is that you have a steady income 


and ample reserve supplies of ready 
cosh In a savings account to cover fore- 
seeable or emergency needs. 


The second prerequisite is that you de- 


termine your purpose — whether you arc 
interested in a steady supplementary In- 
come or maximum growth potential over 
a period of years. Along with the kind of 
results you want from your investment, 
you need to decide how much of a risk 
you arc able and willing to take, since 
any Investment Involves risk, but some 
involve more than others. 


IP YOU AHE looking for a steady in- 


come with maximum safety, according 
to the financial exports, you should con- 
sider bonds. These arc essentially prom- 
issory notes Issued by the borrower, who 
may be the U.S. government, state or 
municipal government or a corporation. 


The issuers of a bond pay you a fixed 


rate of interest over the life of the bond 
nnd return the principal at maturity. 
Your Income from a bond will fluctuate 
less than your rate of return from a sav- 
ings account, since the latter is subject 
to interest rate changes resulting from 
economic conditions. 


In general, the longer term bonds yield 


higher profits, but you should check the 
call date and call price to be sure they 
coincide with maturation date and capi- 
tal return. 


In considering bonds, you should be 


aware of the quality of the bond. Of 
course, the credit of the U. S- govern- 
ment — which Is considered the best in 
the world — stands behind these bonds. 
Hut, in the case of oilier kinds of bonds, 
you can check the rating given the issuer 
by such professional rating services as 
Standard & Poor's or Moody's, available 
In your library. In addition, bonds issued 
by state and local governments arc lax-

exempt, meaning the interest they pay is 
not subject to federal income tax. 


MUNICIPAL BONDS ore considered 


second only to those of the federal gov- 
ernment in terms of the safety of your 
principal. 
Municipals may be cither 


"general obligations," backed by the full 
taxing power of the Issuer, "limited-tax" 
bonds backed by only specific tax pro- 
ceeds, or revenue bonds," issued to pay 
for facilities that are expected to be self- 
supporting. 


Investors who have sufficient Income 


for the present and are interested in 
growth potential for the future might 
best put their money in stocks. Some 31 
million Americans, or one out of every 
five adults, own stocks, compared to only 
five million 20 years ago. 


In addition to sharoowners, over half of 


whom make $10,000 a year or more, 
some 100 million people of all income 
levels, participate indirectly In the stock 
market. Their money is Invested for 
them by insurance companies, mutual 
savings banks, Investment companies 
and pension funds. 


Money men like to express the idea 


that an investment in stocks is an in- 
vestment In American business, with all 
the overtones of "faith in capitalism." 
The average Investor, however. Is mnin- 
ly Interested in making money. His most 
common mistake, according to experts. 
Is In expecting too much: big dividends 
plus rapid increase in value of capital, 
with safety of capital besides. 


Actually, a potential investor needs to 


decide which of these alternatives he 
prefers. A person looking for a second 
income and who will bo dependent upon 
steady, sizable dividends, should consid- 
er preferred slocks and perhaps high- 
quality common stocks, in addition to 
bonds. Lowest risk is associated with the 
"blue-chip" stocks, Issued by successful 
well-established companies. 


A YOUNG PERSON with adequate in- 


come might be most interested in growth 
potential, in which case he might buy 
stocks which show promise of increasing 


In value over the years, although current 
dividends would be small. 


Only the financially well-established 


and emotionally stable Individual ought 
to consider speculative, or high risk, 
stocks, counselors recommend. Money 
invested in this way should be funds that 
the investor will not miss if he loses 
them. 


Before Investing in a company you 


should investigate its financial condition 
and the quality of its management. Such 
references as annual reports, ratings in 
Standard & Poors, stock exchange re-. 
ports and financial and business publica- 
tions can be useful. However, you may 
want to enlist the advice of a profes- 
sional investment counselor, cither at 
your bank or at an investment counseling 
firm. 


According to one investment counselor, 


some points to consider in selecting in- 
vestment guidance include these: Is the 
philosophy of the firm consistent with 
yours (I.e.-conscrvative, aggressive) and 
has it proven consistent and successful 
over the years? Is the firm independent. 


uncntangled with other organizations and 
institutions and uninvolved in any other 
service such as underwriting, brokerage, 
etc.? 


Despite the fact that you have em- 


ployed a counselor and/or a broker, you 
should personally keep track of your in- 
vestment — amount of capital, earnings, 
appreciation or depreciation. This record 
should be kept in addition to your record 
of income, expenses, etc. (which should, 
according to the experts, enable you to 
fill out your own income tax returns). 


The best way for the Individual small 


investor to make money, according to 
the experts, is through a mutual fund, in 
which your money is pooled with that of 
many other small investors and adminis- 
tered by professionals. 


A mutual fund offers the advantages of 


diversification and balanced portfolio, 
liquidity, low-cost professional manage- 
ment and in some cases, no commis- 
sions. Mutual funds reflect the same bas- 
ic philosophies and goals of Individual in- 
vestors. You may put your money into a 
fund that will be invested for maximum 


security and Income, or a more aggres- 
sive, growth-oriented fund, i 


INVESTING IN STOCKS, of course, 


puts you behind the eight-ball with the 
American economy calling the shots. 
Due lo inflation, recession, uncertain in- 
ternational relations and a very unstable 
world economy, the stock market has 
been in a state of flux unfavorable to 
investors in the last several years. But 
the economic outlook, according to some 
economists, is improving. At least one in- 
vestment firm sees a business upturn in 
1D73, and socio-political stability leading 
to economic stability. 


Due in part to the recent volatility of 


the stock market, a number of pcoplo 
have turned to other forms of in- 
vestment, particularly real estate. Al- 
though land can be an excellent in- 
vestment, since it is sure to increase in 
value, it is considered by experts to be 
extremely speculative, since that in- 
crease in value may require many years 
and considerable cost to be realized. 
- 


Investment counselors at the seminar 


also frowned upon annuities as a form-of 
investment. Tiiey termed it "putting in 
today's dollars and getting back tomor- 
row's dollars — which have been eaten 
away by inflation." 


Any investment should Iw a "hedge" 


against inflation. In oilier words, your 
poals should include protecting your 
principal and your purchasing dollar — 
not only from total loss but also from 
erosion through inflation. And. of course, 
you want to enhance your purchasing 
power as much as possible.

Force will triple the number of women in 
its ranks and actively recruit them for 
Jobs traditionally held by men — in- 
cluding missile repair and gunsmithing. 


But unlike their sisters in the Navy, 


women Air Force officers will not l>c 
allowed to win the glamor job of pilot. 


Brig. Gen. Jeanne Holm, director of 


Women in the Air Force (WAF), an- 
nounced recently the service had decided 
to "move away from the tendency to 
concentrate women In the so-called wom- 
en's jobs." 


Suburban 


Living 


Especially for tho Family 


Though traditionally male positions 


such as air traffic controller and weather 
specialist have long been open to WAFs, 
Gen. Holm said, few women have applied 
for them and thus generally have wound 
up clustered in clerical slots. 


"In the future, we arc going to insist 


on breaking women out of these cultural 
patterns . . .," she said at a news confer- 
ence. 


"P.M NOT SAYING women arc going 


to be treated exactly like men because 
women aren't men. The Air Force be- 
lieves that people should be treated as 
individuals and 
that due recognition 


must be given to the fact that there arc 
sex differences." 


But she dodged several questions seek- 


ing her personal feelings about women 
serving in combat — something that now 
is prohibited by law but may be no long- 
er should the amendment banning sex 
discrimination become part of the Con- 
stitution 


"Culturally, we don't know the answer 


to that question," Gen. Holm said. 


The chief WAF said the number of 


women in the Air Force would be boost-

St. Luke's Plans 
Emergency Medic 
Facility For Area 


Officials

Luke's Medical Center arc preparing 
plans to construct an emergency medical 
earn facility in Schaumburg In the near 
future. 


The plans, which coincide with recom- 


mendations made by a consulting firm to 
the Northwest Cook County Health Needs 
Study Committee, were included in a let- 
ter prepared by Henry Buhrmann, ad- 
ministrator of the proposed branch of 
Prcsbytcrlan-St. Luke's to be built in 
Schaumburg. The letter was addressed 
to Dr. Sheldon Waldstoln, executive di- 
rector of the North Suburban Association 
for Health Resources (NSAHR), which is 
coordinating the study. 


Buhrmann's letter was sent in re- 


sponse to the preliminary report released 
by the- study committee last month. The 
study, which recommended the construc- 
tion of a hospital In Schaumburg Town- 
ship, was conducted by the consulting 
firm of Ernst and Ernst. 


Uhi/c Destroys 
Abandoned House 


A flro early yesterday afternoon dc- 


stro)cd an abandoned house on Cook 
County Forest Preserve District property 
near Elk Grove Village. The house was 
to have been torn down by forest pre- 
serve crews. 


The flro broke out about 1:25 p.m. In 


the house, located near Cosman and Ar- 
lington Height* roads. Elk Grove Fire 
Chief Allen Hulctt said firemen searched 
the burning building for victims. Because 
the house was to be torn down, firemen 
did not extinguish the fire, but stood by 
to contain the blaze. 


Hulctt laid the house had been occu- 


pied until recently by the DcLaGarda 
family. They were among several fami- 
lies that had been moved out of substan- 
dard housing following n house fire in 
19C9 in unincorporated Elk Grove Town- 
ship that killed three children.

The letter states that Presbytcrian-St. 


Luke's officials ore in substantial agree- 
ment with the study's findings, but there 
arc several points of disagreement. 


THE MAJOR discrepancies appear to 


be the size and location of the proposed 
hospital in the Schaumburg area. The 
consultants recommend a 300-bcd facility 
be located near Harrington and Schaum- 
burg roads. Presbytorian-St. Luke's has 
announced plans to build a 200-bed hospi- 
tal on a site about one-half mile west of 
Schaumburg and Roscllc roads. The two 
sites ore about three miles opart. 


Buhrmnnn's letter noted the data sup- 


plied by the consultants makes it difficult 
to determine how the proposed site and 
bed size were reached by the study 
group. 


The plans for on emergency care facil- 


ity were not detailed by cither Buhrmann 
or the consultants. Both said the possi- 
bility of a temporary "store front" oper- 
ation or movable structures might be 
used. Buhrmann explained no detailed 
timetable has been established and the 
topic still is under discussion. 


The study recommends the emergency 


care facility be put Into operation imme- 
diately. It also recommends the proposed 
hospital be constructed by about 197S. 
Presbjtcrian-St. Luke's officials also 
have set 1973 as their target date for 
completion of tho hospital 


TI1C SCIIAUMBUUC branch of tho 


hospital will be known as Rush Prcsby- 
tcrinn-St. Luke's North. 


Buhrmann also noted tlic study recom- 


mends attention bo given to an organized 
health care system in the area and 
stated Prcsbytcrian-St. Luke's would be 
able to provide area residents first-class 
emergency and ambulatory care. He

$2.3 Million 
School Plan 
Draivs Critics 


A $2 3 million remodeling plan for two 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Junior high 
schools came under fire at Monday's 
school board meeting. 


The two schools involved are Grove Ju- 


nior High School in Elk Grove Village 
and Dempster Junior High School in 
Mount Prospect. They are the oldest ju- 
nior high schools in the district. School 
officials have indicated financing for the 
project would have to be approved by 
voters in a referendum. 


Jack Roeser of Arlington Heights, a 


long-time critic of Dist. 69 spending, said 
he was opposed to the open learning cen- 
ters proposed for the schools. He said 
that a traditional school system with 
"more discipline and less freedom of 
movement" would give "more education 
for less money." 


Roeser maintained that the open learn- 


ing center was not successful in the ele- 
mentary (K-5) schools and said he could 
not understand why the centers should be 
used in junior high schools. 


JOSEPH STECKER, a Mount Prospect 


resident, said he was a member of the 
committee which had recommended im- 
provements to "the junior high schools. 
But, he said the recommendations "were 
to improve deficiencies, nothing more. 
Nowhere did the committee recommend 
the additions, auditoriums and the tear- 
ing down of walls," said Sleeker. 


The school board has received plans 


from the Berger, Kelley t Associates ar- 
chitectural firm for a possible $23 mil- 
lion remodeling of the junior high 
schools, but has made no decision on 
them. 


The board has requested opinions from 


the faculties of the two schools on the pro- 
posed remodeling. 


Architect Scott Kelley has said that 


about one-third of the cost of the remod- 
eling would be for needed repairs to the 
heating and ventilating systems at the 
schools. The real would be for additions 
and remodeling. 
DIST. 59 SUPT. James Emti said that 
the committee report Sleeker referred to 
was presented three years ago. He said 
that it was not surprising that plans may 
have changed since the recommenda- 
tions were made. 


In response to a question from Sleeker, 


Erviti said that the district had not re-

Housing Panel Shoots For Plan By '74 


Meetings with about 100 Chicago subur- 


ban officials have been held so far in 
attempts to formulate a volunteer pro- 
gram for distribution of low and moder- 
ate-income housing in the suburbs. 


The meetings have been called by 


members of a 12-mayor steering com- 
mittee, including Mount Prospect Mayor 
Robert Tclchert, that hopes to have a de- 
tailed housing plan by 1974. 


The committee is working under the 


auspices of the Housing Coalition of the 
Leadership Council for 
Metropolitan 


Open Communities and receives techni- 
cal assistance from the Northeastern Illi- 
nois Planning Commission (NIPC). 


"We've been talking to very pragmatic 


people," said Jack Pahl, NIPC commis- 
sioner who originated tho idea for the 
housing plan. "They pointed out the con- 
straints to such a plan." Pahl refused to 


say what those constraints were. How- 
ever, he did say, that some officials were 
unhappy about low and moderate-income 
housing projects already In their commu- 
nities. 


Five of the 12 regional meetings have 


already been held, according to Pahl. 
The 12 mayors on the committee repre- 
sent Cook, Kane, DuPage, Lake, Will and 
McHcnry counties. Pahl said once all 12 
original meetings arc held, the officials 
will get together again to discuss the 
plan and make tentative suggestions. 


REPRESENTATIVES of 10 Northwest 


suburbs attended Tcichcrt's meeting on 
Oct 20. According to Teichert, the offi- 
cials expressed doubt over the need for a 
housing plan but agreed to attend anoth- 
er meeting, perhaps in January. 


A major reason for formulating a vol- 


untary plan is to prevent the court from 
imposing low and moderate-income units 
on the suburbs, according to Pahl. Cur- 
rently there is a lawsuit that would re- 
quire the distribution of 60,000 low-in- 
come housing units on a "fair-snare" 
basis in the suburbs. The suit has been 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union and is being heard by U.S. District 
Court Judge Richard Austin. 


Whatever Austin's decision, it will 


have little effect on efforts to form a vol- 
untary plan, according to Pahl. He said 
yesterday that even if Austin rules 
against the ACLU, the steering com- 
mittee will continue to try and get a 
housing plan in two years. 


"We can't say that somebody else 


won't win another such case tomorrow. 
The trend across the country has been to 
make housing in communities accessible 
to those who work in those commu- 
nities," Pahl said. "The pressures ore 
still there." 


Pahl pointed out that New York has a 


state housing commission that can over- 
ride local governments in the matters of 
housing.

Christmas may bo the season for peace 


and good will, but it also causes ono of 
tho biggest headaches known to retailers 
— more shoplifters. 


With tho advent of self-service discount 


stores, shoplifters of all ages and tech- 
niques have been making off with liter- 
ally millions of dollars in merchandise 
each year. 


A Palatine Zayres store, for instance, 


loses approximately 5 per cent of Us in- 
ventory yearly. "And that's quite a lot in 
terms of dollars," security head Elaine 
Weaver said. 


Sho leads a three-member security 


team In catching and preventing shop- 
lifters in the store. Mrs. Weaver and her 
staff may be some of the most polished 
thieves In tho area because their training 
Includes studying the techniques, cloth- 
Ing and articles most frequently associ- 
ated with the "art" of shoplifting. 


Pockets and sleeves arc the most popu- 


lar hiding spots for sneaking items out of 
Iho store. Heavy coats work well for hid- 
ing record albums. And there's always 
tho old trick of piling on three or four 
dresses under the shopper's own clothes 
and w earing them nil out of the store. 


SO.MK PEOPLE UTAH their old, 


worn out shex-i Into the store and leave 
them on tho shoe rack In exchange for a 
new pair. Or someone walks In without a 
coat and walks out sporting a brand new 
winter coat — unpaid for, of course. 


"The thing that Irritates me most is 


tho parents who condone shoplifting and 
even uso their kids in the theft," Mrs. 
Weaver said. Sho described the situation 
of a mother taking her preschooler, try- 
Ing a sweatshirt or coat on him, and in- 
tentionally letting the child wear the 
clothe* out of the store. 


Fewer employes and the self-service 


system may be tuo reasons for high in- 
cidents of shoplifting in the largo dis- 
count stores. A good security agent will 
recover as much as $5,000 worth of mcr- 
chandiso a year, according to Mrs. 
Weaver. 


.SOME OF THE larger chain stores will 


watch tho "shrink rale" of Individual 
outlets, or the amount lost to theft out of 
the total Inventory. When the amount 
gets above a certain level, perhaps 3 to 6 
per cent, more security agents may be 
sent Into tho store to step up the shop- 
lifter patrol. 


At peak times during the holidays, 


Mrs. Weaver says she requests an extra 
agent or tuo to help stem the flow of 
unpurchntcd goods. 


Shoplifting in the self-service stores 


seems to come from individuals or pairs 
of people. Mrs. Weaver said. With two 
people, one can watch for a sales clerk 
nhllc the other is hiding the merchan- 
dise. But so f.ir, there has been little evi- 


dence of an organized theft ring oper- 
ating In the area. 


The situation may be different at the 


larger shopping centers. 


Five Chlcagoans were arrested In late 


November by Schaumburg police on mul- 
tiple counts of grand theft at Woodfleld 
Mall. Police suspect that the five were 
part of a "steal to order" shoplifting ring 
operating at the new shopping center. 


SUCH PROFESSIONAL rings may be 


less common at tho older shopping cen- 
ters, such as Randhurst In Mount Pros- 
pect. Security officers at the 10-year-old 
center arc moru likely to recognize the 
professionals, many of whom have built 
up long records from past arrests. 


Among the amateurs, teenagers and 


adults share the spotlight as suspects for 
shoplifting. 


"The majority of them ore teens, but 


we find adults, too," Palatine police Sgt. 
Gordon Mosby said. Ho added that the 
stolen Items may range from a beef 
steak lifted from the grocery counter to 
a packet of film or cord of batteries. 


Photographic equipment, costume jew 


clry and cosmetics are 
the most 


frequently stolen items at Zayres, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Weaver. At Randhurst, 
clothing, cosmetics, costume jewelry and 
stereo tapes top the list. 


Different stores handle their shoplifters 


in their own way. Some may prefer to 
talk to the person who Is caught stealing 
a very minor Item. They may have the 
shoplifter sign an admission form for the 
theft, then let him go without pressing 
charges. 


OTHERS CHOOSn to prosecute nearly 


every case. Penalty for a first offense 
will usually be from six months to a year 
supervision, when the shoplifter is placed 
on good behavior and reviewed by tho 
judge. A second Incident may mean a fine 
a short jail sentence or both. 


"I don't really like to send them to the 


(police) station," Mrs. Weaver said. 
"We're really interested in preventing 
them from doing it again." 


Prevention techniques aren't obvious 


In the store, except for mirrors. Uni- 
formed guards don't stand in the aisles 
to intimidate would-be shoplifters. In- 
stead, the staff members at Zayres work 
unidentified, wearing an overcoat, push- 
ing a cart and browsing at items like 
most of tho other shoppers. 


When she docs spot a shoplifter, tho 


security officer must wait until tho per- 
son has walked out of tho storo to make 
tho arrest. 


The most frustrating part of stopping n 


shoplifter may be realizing there Is really 
no reason for the person to bo stealing 
the goods, according to Mrs. Weaver. 


"Usually half of tho people that steal 


have the money in their pockets," she 
said.

Improvements planned by the Wheel- 


ing Park District for the school-park 
sites sound almost too basic to cost

open space to play, but they like to play 
at a nice ball field," he said. 


According to Phillips, the most exten- 


sive grading and seeding work will be 
done at the Mark Twain site. In addition, 
drainage work will be done at Oliver 
Wendell Holmes Julor High, Booth Tar- 
kington, and Carl Sandburg schools. All 
other sites, with the exception of Jack 
London Junior High School, will also be 
graded,seeded or landscaped. 


The school-park sites are presently 


rather expensive to maintain. Mowing is 
made difficult by the rough grading, and 
loose rocks and chuckholes often damage 
the expensive mowing equipment. . 


PHILLIPS SAID improved grading, 


seeding and landscaping would substan- 
tially reduce the cost of mowing, which 
is presently estimated at $3,905 per year. 
"If we can get the ground landscaped 
properly it will take us less time to mow, 
and therefore save money, man hours 
and wear on equipment," he explained. 


Another Important aspect of the school- 


park site improvements Is the in- 
stallation of tot lots for use by neighbor- 
hood children. Tot lots will be located at 
all but the two junior high school sites. 


Other Improvements now planned in- 


clude volleyball courts at the Tarklngton 
and Sandburg sites, basketball equip- 
ment at Walt Whitman School, and park 
walks at Nathaniel Hawthorne School. 
Volleyball and basketball equipment arc 


planned for the Twain site. 


If matching federal funds arc avail- 


able, they will add $107,040 to the park 
improvements program. These additional 
funds would be used mainly for more 
grading, seeding and landscaping, but 
would also provide for picnic tables (it 
four sites and security lighting at several 
sites. 


FEDERAL FUNDS would also mean 


improvements at the Jack London site, 
including a basketball court, grass track 
and landscaping. Local funds were not 
allocated for this site because of the ex- 
tensive work done there previously. 


The school-park sites arc considered 


an invaluable asset to the local park sys- 
tem, as they add 76 acres of usable play 
space to the park district's 46 5 acres. In 
at least one neighborhood, the school 
sites provide the only open space in the 
area. 


Phillips said all of the planned Im- 


provements for the school-park sites 
have been worked out in conjunction with 
Dist. 21 officials. He added that with the 
cooperation of the school district, the 
park district has been able to offer resi- 
dents maximum use of the open land re- 
maining in the village. 


Park District Schedules Coffees 


The Wheeling Park District has sched- 


uled a scries of coffees and presentations 
to acquaint village residents with the pro- 
posals of the $700,000 park improvements 
referendum that will be Dec. 16. 


Park district representatives will ex- 


plain the proposed Improvements at 
meetings of civic organizations and cof- 
fees held by village residents. All inter- 
ested persons have been invited to attend 
any of tho presentations.

—4:30 a.m.: Ambulance to 753 S. Mil- 


waukee Avc., Barbara Dale to Holy 


Emphasis On Single-Family Homes 


byJILLBETTNEK 


In response to the outcry of village 


residents dissatisfied with the proposed 
Buffalo Grove master pxn, an alternate 
plan emphasizing single-family devel- 
opment has been drawn and will be pre- 
sented to the plan commission tomorrow. 


According to Robert Grossman, plan 


consultant, the new plan calls for "sub- 
stantially more" single-family homes 
than the original map, and a population 
of just more than 50,000 ... about 8,000 
less than he first predicted. 


The village board has declared a mora- 


torium on annexation and zoning of proj- 
ects more than one acre until a plan that 
will outline a suggested land use pattern 
for areas likely to be annexed by 1990 is 
adopted. 


After the plan commission makes its 


recommendation on the alternate propos- 
al, it will go to the board for a public 
hearing. 


GROSSMAN WAS asked to prepare the 


alternate plan after his first map met 
with overwhelming criticism from local 
citizens. That plan depicted the village 
as a city of 60,000 by 1990, with about 
half Its residents in multi-family housing 
or planned unit developments (PUDs). 


About 400 residents viewed the plan in 


three Informational sessions conducted 
two weeks ago by the plan commission. 


"I think the alternate plan reflects the 


concerns that people have expressed 
about the future of the community," 
Grossman said. "I don't think any plan 
could answer all the questions that were 
raised — everybody has their own idea 
of what the town should be. We tried to 
design a community that will be bal- 
anced economically and be the best place 
to live." 


THE MAIN objections to the original 


plan centered on the amount of multi- 
family housing suggested, and feasibility 
of the center of the village as the future 
principle commercial area. 


The alternate plan proposes that multi- 


family complexes and PUDs be built 
along the main traffic arteries of the vil- 
lage, namely Dundee, Lake-Cook and 
Buffalo Grove roads. The proposed vil- 
lage center remains the same. 


Grossman said he will also recommend 


the proposed PUD ordinance include 
specifications on the percentages of each 
•housing type that can be included in a 
project. He added that he also feels the 
density requirement in the ordinance 
should be lowered on a net basis. 


GROSSMAN EXPECTS to have figures 


on the estimated tax impact of the alter- 
nate plan by Wednesday. He has said the 
value of single-family homes will have to 
average around $70,000 to support Dist. 
96 schools. With a lower population, the 
commercial area of the plan may have 
to be reduced also. 


"It doesn't make much sense to plan 


for a community with a lot of com- 
mercial area and industry if the popu- 


lation to support it isn't there," Gross- 
man said. "We'd just end up with a lot of 
empty stores." 


Grossman added it is impossible to ex- 


tend the planned 700 acres of industrial 
area along the Soo Line R.R. tracks be- 
cause of poor soil conditions.

Annex Suit Gets Ninth Continuance 
Calendar 


The ninth continuance was granted 


Monday in n lawsuit filed nearly two 
years ago by a Prospect Heights group 
charging Wheeling illegally annexed 40 
acres of undeveloped land near Wheeling 
Road north of Camp McDonald Road. 


The suit, filed by a group of residents 


called the Wheeling Road Zoning Com- 
mittee, was continued by Circuit Court 
Judge Robert Downing until Jan. 30. 
Downing is the third judge to preside 
over hearing on the suit, filed in March 
of 1971. 


The latest continuance was requested 


by Martin Hausclman, attorney for Ar- 
nold Llcbling who owns the 40 acres. 
Llcbling was allowed to intervene in the 
suit In June of 1971. He wants to build a 
multifamily development on the land, 
which was rczoncd for the development 
by Wheeling officials when it was an- 
nexed in February 1971. 


THE SUIT contends Wheeling's annex- 


ation of the 40-acrc site, cast of Wheeling 
Road and south of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church, was Illegal because the land is 
not contiguous to the village. A judge's 
ruling in November of 1971 agreed with 
the group's contention. 


Wheeling attorneys then filed a motion 


saying the annexation should be allowed 
anyway because the Prospect Heights 
group waited too long after the annexa- 
tion to file its suit. The suit was filed 44 
days after the annexation became offi- 
cial. According to Don Kregcr, attorney 
for the Prospect Heights group, the stat- 
utory limit on filing a suit is one year. 


Neither Hausclman nor Licbling could 


be reached for comment Monday. But 
Kregcr said Hausclman wanted the con- 
tinuance to have more time to flic a legal 
brief on the question of a contiguity be- 
cause there is a new judge on the case. 


KHEGKIl, WHO said he objected to all 


continuances which have been granted to 
the defendants, said the delay on a deci- 
sion in the case has been unusually long. 
"It depends on the judge," he said. "It's 


hard to say what his (Downing's) atti- 
tude is." Judge Edward Egan, the sec- 
ond judge on the case, had declared the 
continuances from September to Monday 
the last continuance. 


"We're disappointed there hasn't been 


a ruling in an apparently straightforward 
case in almost'two years," said Lloyd 
Demel, a member of the Wheeling Road 
Zoning Committee. 


According to the court record, 10 of the 


continuances have been requested by tha 
defendants. Paul Hamcr, village attor- 
ney for Wheeling, requested two continu- 
ances because he was out of town and 
wanted more time to work on the case. 
Licbllng's law firm requested seven con- 
tinuances for more time to work on the 
case, or because Ltcbllng was out of 
town.

Boundary Appeal

The Buffalo Grove Village Board will 


support the Cambridge residents' appeal 
for reversal of the High School Dlst. 214 
decision not to Include that area In tho 


Lake County 
District Tunis 
'Big Brother' 


High School Dlst. 123. which serves the 


Lake County portion of Buffalo Grove, 
has taken on tho role of "big brother" to 
some of the smaller elementary school 
districts In that county. 


Officials in Dlst. 12S provided a unique 


plan for soliciting contributions from 
housing developers to representatives 
from six elementary districts last week. 


The presentation was part of the Dlst. 


125 Area Administrator's Council meet- 
ing at Adlal E. Stevenson High School in 
Prairie View. 


"School districts anticipating large In- 


crcasci in student enrollment generated 
by new subdivisions arc faced with the 
problem of educating students for as long 
as two or three years before tax revenue 
from the subdivisions catches up with the 
cost of educating those students," said 
Dlst. 123 Supt. Harold Banscr. 


Presently, property taxes arc assessed 


Jan. 1 of each year with the first tax 
payment due 18 months later. To correct 
this tax lag. which in some cases can 
add from 20 to 40 per cent to the school's 
costs In small districts, Banscr presented 
on eight-step formula. 


THE NEW FORMULA Is based on the 


average number of students actually pro- 
ducod by the new subdivision, multiplied 
by the district's operating costs. Credits 
would be given to the developer for taxes 
paid and for additional state aid received 
by the districts. 


According to Banscr, his plan docs not 


replace the "Napcrvlllc" type ordinance, 
which asks for land or money to build 
additional buildings. Buffalo Grove has a 
similar resolution. 


The money recleved by the districts 


would be deposited In tho education fund 
to pay for teachers, supplies and equip, 
mcnt needed to educate the additional 
students, 


One Dlst. 123 official said It will be Im- 


possible to enforce the contributions of 
developers, but he said he thought the 
builders would understand the problem. 
"If they don't contribute and help pick 
up the slack, they will not have schools 
to take care of their subdivisions. With- 
out schools, they wouldn't sell homes," 
he explained. 


Administrators attending the meeting 


were asked to review the plan with their 
respective school boards as soon as pos- 
sible. "If the boards approve the plan, 
legal details will be worked out and the 
plan Implemented," Banscr said. 


Administrators from districts 73, 76,79, 


90,102 and 103 were at the meeting.

"The fact that you're saving money is 


not Uie point," Mclroy said. "You're will- 
ing to come right up to the line in order 
to make a personal gain." 


Rathjcn has said he will make approxi- 


mately $3,971 on the sale of the fire dis- 
trict, plus another smaller commission 
on the resale of the remaining property. 
The amount of the second commission 
will depend, he said, on who purchases 
the land. 


One man in the audience suggested 


Rathjcn return his profits to the fire dis- 
trict as a way of proving his good in- 
tentions. Rathjen did not respond to the 
suggestion. However, he has said he feels 
he is entitled to the commission because 
commercial real estate is his livelihood. 


DURING THE discussion, trustee Ed 


Osmon clarified a statement he made nt 
last week's village board meeting con- 
cerning Rathjcn's role in the land pur- 
chase. 


Osmon had suggested the board post- 


pone action on the fire district's request 
because Rathjcn was not at the meeting. 
He said he feared some residents might 
criticize Rathjen and he was not there to 
defend himself. 
. Osmon said Monday he meant he want- 
ed to wait until the situation could be 


aired by all parties concerned in a public 
meeting before the request was referred 
to the plan commission for a public hear- 
ing. 


The plan commission is scheduled to 


discuss the fire district's proposal tonight 
in a workshop session.

with overwhelming criticism from local 
citizens. That plan depicted the.village 
as a city of 60,000 by 1990, with about 
half its residents in multi-family housing 
or planned unit developments (PUDs). 


About 400 residents viewed the plan in 


three informational sessions conducted 
two weeks ago by the plan commission. 


"I think the alternate plan reflects the 


concerns that people have expressed 
about the future of the community," 
Grossman said. "I don't think any plan 
could answer all the questions that were 
raised — everybody has their own idea 
of what the town should be. We tried to 
design a community that will be bal- 
anced economically and be the best place 
to live " 


THE MAIN objections to the original 


plan centered on the amount of multi- 
family housing suggested, and feasibility 
of the center of the village as the future 
principle commercial area. 


The alternate plan proposes that multi- 


family complexes and PUDs be built 
along the main traffic arteries of the vil- 
lage, namely Dundee, Lake-Cook and 
Buffalo Grove roads The proposed vil- 
lage center remains the same. 


Grossman said he will also recommend 


the proposed PUD ordinance include 
specifications on the percentages of each 
housing type that can be included in a 
project. He added that he also feels the 
density requirement in the ordinance 
should be lowered on a net basis. 


GROSSMAN EXPECTS to have figures 


on the estimated tax impact of the alter- 
nate plan by Wednesday. He has said the 
value of single-family homes will have to 
average around $70,000 to support Dlst 
96 schools. With a lower population, the 
commercial area of the plan may have 
to be reduced also. 


"It doesn't make much sense to plan 


for a community with a lot of com- 
mercial area and industry if the popu- 


lation to support it isn't there," Gross- 
man said. "We'd just end up with a lot ot 
empty stores " 


Grossman added it is impossible to ex- 


tend the planned 700 acres of industrial 
area along the Soo Line R R tracks be-

Annex Suit Gets Ninth Continuance 
Calendar 


The ninth continuance was granted 


Monday in a lawsuit filed nearly two 
years ago by a Prospect Heights group 
charging Wheeling illegally annexed 40 
acres of undeveloped land near Wheeling 
Ruad north of Camp McDonald Road 


The suit, filed by a group of residents 


called the Wheeling Road Zoning Com- 
mittee, was continued by Circuit Court 
Judge Robert Downing until Jan. 30. 
Downing is the third judge to preside 
over hearing on the suit, filed In March 
of 1971. 


The latest continuance was requested 


by Martin Hausclman, attorney for Ar- 
nold Llcbling who owns the 40 acres. 
Llcbllng was allowed to intervene In the 
suit in June of 1971 He wants to build a 
multifamily development on the land, 
which was rczoncd for the development 
by Wheeling officials when it was an- 
nexed In February 1971. 


THE SUIT contends Wheeling's annex- 


ation of the 40-acrc site, cast of Wheeling 
Road and south of St. Alplionsus Catholic 
Church, was Illegal because the land Is 
not contiguous to the village A judge's 
ruling in November of 1971 agreed with 
the group's contention. 


Wheeling attorneys then filed a motion 


saying the annexation should be allowed 
anyway because the Prospect Heights 
group waited too long after the annexa- 
tion to flic its suit. The suit was filed 44 
days after the annexation became offi- 
cial According to Don Krcger, attorney 
for the Prospect Heights group, the stat- 
utory limit on filing a suit is one year. 


Neither Hausclman nor Licbllng could 


be reached for comment Monday. But 
Krcger said Hauselman wanted the con- 
tinuance to have more time to file a legal 
brief on the question of a contiguity be- 
cause there is a new judge on the case 


KltCGEK. WHO said he objected to all 


continuances which have been granted to 
the defendants, said the delay on a deci- 
sion in the case has been unusually long 
"It depends on the judge," he said. "It's 


hard to say what his (Downlng's) atti- 
tude is." Judge Edward Egan, the sec- 
ond judge on the case, had declared the 
continuances from September to Monday 
the last continuance 


"We're disappointed there hasn't been 


a ruling in an apparently straightforward 
case In almost two years," said Llo>d 
Dcmcl, a member of the Wheeling Road 
Zoning Committee. 


According to the court record, 10 of the 


continuances have been requested by tho 
defendants. Paul Hamcr, village attor- 
ney for Wheeling, requested two continu- 
ances because he was out of town and 
wanted more time to work on the case. 
Llcbllng's law firm requested seven con- 
tinuances for more time to work on the 
case, or because Llcbling was out of

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Some Adults Use Children To Help Shoplift 


HEAVY COATS, pockets and sleeves 
art favorite hiding spots for success- 
ful shoplifters, especially during tho 
peak Christmas season.

Christmas may be the season for peace 


and good will, but It also causes one of 
the biggest headaches known to retailers 
— more shoplifters. 


With the advent of self-service discount 


stores, shoplifters of all ages and tech- 
niques have been making off with liter- 
ally millions of dollars in merchandise 
each year. 


A Palatine Zayres store, for instance, 


loses approximately S per cent of Its in- 
ventory yearly. "And that's quite a lot in 
terms of dollars," security head Elaine 
Weaver said. 


She leads a three-member security 


team in catching and preventing shop- 
lifters in the store. Mrs. Weaver and her 
staff may be some of the most polished 
thieves in the area because their training 
Includes studying the techniques, cloth- 
ing and articles most frequently associ- 
ated with the "art" of shoplifting. 


Pockets and sleeves are the most popu- 


lar hiding spots for sneaking items out of 
the store. Heavy coats work well for hid- 


ing record albums. And there's always 
the old trick of piling on three or four 
dresses under the shopper's own clothes 
and wearing them all out of the store. 


SOME PEOPLE WEAK their old, 


worn out shoes into the store and leave 
them on the shoe rack in exchange for a 
new pair. Or someone walks in without a 
coat and walks out sporting a brand new 
winter coat — unpaid for, of course. 


"The thing that irritates me most is 


the parents who condone shoplifting and 
even use their kids in the theft," Mrs. 
Weaver said. She described the situation 
of a mother taking her preschooler, try- 
ing a sweatshirt or coat on him, and in- 
tentionally letting the child wear the 
clothes out of the store. 


Fewer employes and the self-service 


system may be two reasons for high in- 
cidents of shoplifting hi the large dis- 
count stores. A good security apent will 
recover as much as $3,000 worth of mer- 
chandise a year, according to Mrs. 
Weaver. 


SOME OF THE larger chain stores will 


watch the "shrink rate" of individual 
outlets, or the amount lost to theft out of 
the total inventory. When the amount 
gets above a certain level, perhaps 3 to 6 
per cent, more security agents may be 
sent into the store to step up the shop- 
lifter patrol. 


At peak times during the holidays, 


Mrs. Weaver says she requests an extra 
agent or two to help stem the flow of 
unpurchased goods. 


Shoplifting in the self-service stores 


seems to come from individuals or pairs 
of people, Mrs. Weaver said. With two 
people, one can watch for a sales clerk 
while the other is hiding the merchan- 
dise. But so far, there has been little evi- 
dence of an organized theft ring oper- 
ating in the area. 


The situation may be different at the 


larger shopping centers. 


Five Chlcagoans were arrested in late 


November by Schaumburg police on mul- 
tiple counts of grand theft at Woodficld 
Mall. Police suspect that the five were 
part of a "steal to order" shoplifting ring 


operating at the new shopping center. 


SUCH PROFESSIONAL rings may be 


less common at the older shopping cen- 
ters, such as Randhurst in Mount Pros- 
pect. Security officers at the 10-year-old 
center are more likely to recognize the 
professionals, many of whom have built 
up long records from past arrests. 


Among the amateurs, teenagers and 


adults share the spotlight as suspects for 
shoplifting. 


"The majority of them are teens, but 


we find adults, too," Palatine police Sgt. 
Gordon Mosby said. He added that the 
stolen items may range from a beef 
steak lifted from the grocery counter to 
a packet of film or card of batteries. 


Photographic equipment, costume jew 


elry 
and 
cosmetics 
are 
the most 


frequently stolen items at Zayres, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Weaver. At Randhurst, 
clothing, cosmetics, costume jewelry and 
stereo tapes top the list. 


Different stores handle their shoplifters 


In their own way. Some may prefer to 
talk to the person who is caught stealing 


a very minor item. They may have the 
shoplifter sign an admission form for the 
theft, then let him go without pressing 
charges. 


OTHERS CHOOSE to prosecute nearly 


every case. Penalty for a first offense 
will usually be from six months to a year 
supervision, when the shoplifter is placed 
on good behavior and reviewed by the 
judge. A second incident may mean a fine 
a short jail sentence or both. 


"I don't really like to send them to the 


(police) station," Mrs. Weaver said. 
"We're really interested in preventing 
them from doing it again." 


Prevention techniques aren't obvious 


in the store, except for mirrors. Uni- 
formed guards don't stand in the aisles 
to intimidate would-be shoplifters. In- 
stead, the staff members at Zayres work 
unidentified, wearing an overcoat, push- 
ing a cart and browsing at items like 
most of the other shoppers. 


When she does spot a shoplifter, the 


security officer must wait until the per-

Some Adults Use Children To Help Shoplift 


HEAVY COATS, pocked and sleovas 
arc favorite hiding ipoli (or iuccaii- 
ful jhopliftori, ojpocially during tho 
peak Christmas toaion.

Christmas may be the season for peace 


and good will, but It also causes one of 
the biggest headaches known to retailers 
— more shoplifters. 


With the advent of self-service discount 


stores, shoplifters of all ages and tech- 
niques hove been making off with liter- 
ally millions of dollars in merchandise 
each year. 


A Palatine Zayres store, for instance, 


loses approximately 5 per cent of its in- 
ventory yearly. "And that's quite a lot in 
terms of dollars," security head Elaine 
Weaver said. 


She leads a three-member security 


team in catching and preventing shop- 
lifters In the store. Mrs. Weaver and her 
staff may be some of the most polished 
thieves in the area because their training 
includes studying the techniques, cloth- 
Ing and articles most frequently associ- 
ated with the "art" of shoplifting. 


Pockets and sleeves arc the most popu- 


lar hiding spots for sneaking Items out of 
the store. Heavy coats work well for hid- 


ing record albums. And there's always 
the old trick of piling on three or four 
dresses under the shopper's own clothes 
and wearing them all out of the store. 


SOME PEOPLE 
WEAR their old, 


worn out shoes into the store and leave 
them on the shoe rack in exchange for a 
new pair. Or someone walks In without a 
coat and walks out sporting a brand new 
winter coat — unpaid for, of course. 


"The thing that irritates me most is 


the parents who condone shoplifting and 
even use their kids In the theft," Mrs. 
Weaver said. She described the situation 
of a mother taking her preschooler, try- 
Ing a sweatshirt or coat on him, and In- 
tentionally letting the child wear the 
clothes out of the store. 


Fewer employes and the self-service 


system may be two reasons for high in- 
cidents of shoplifting in the large dis- 
count stores. A good security agent will 
recover as much as $5,000 worth of mer- 
chandise a year, according to Mrs. 
Weaver. 


SOME OF THE larger chain stores will 


watch the "shrink rate" of Individual 
outlets, or the amount lost to theft out of 
the total inventory. When the amount 
gets above a certain level, perhaps 3 to 6 
per cent, more security agents may be 
sent into the store to step up the shop- 
lifter patrol. 


At peak times during the holidays, 


Mrs. Weaver says she requests an extra 
agent or two to help stem the flow of 
unpurchased goods. 


Shoplifting in the self-service stores 


seems to come from individuals or pairs 
of people, Mrs. Weaver »ald. With two 
people, one can watch for a sales clerk 
while the other is hiding the merchan- 
dise. But so far, there has been little evi- 
dence of an organized theft ring oper- 
ating in the area. 


The situation may be different at the 


larger shopping centers. 


Five Chicagoans were arrested In late 


November by Schaumburg police on mul- 
tiple counts of grand theft at Woodficld 
Mall Police suspect that the five were 
part of a "steal to order" shoplifting ring 


operating at the new shopping center. 


SUCH PROFESSIONAL rings may be 


less common at the older shopping cen- 
ters, such as Randhurst in Mount Pros- 
pect. Security officers at the 10-year-old 
center are more likely to recognize the 
professionals, many of whom have built 
up long records from past arrests. 


Among the amateurs, teenagers and 


adults share the spotlight as suspects for 
shoplifting. 


"The majority of them are teens, but 


MO find adults, too," Palatine police Sgt. 
Gordon Mosby said. He added that the 
stolen items may range from a beef 
steak lifted from the grocery counter to 
a packet of film or card of batteries. 


Photographic equipment, costume jew 


clry and cosmetics 
are the most 


frequently stolen items at 2ayres, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Weaver. At Randhurst, 
clothing, cosmetics, costume jewelry and 
stereo tapes top the list. 


Different stores handle their shoplifters 


in their own way. Some may prefer to 
talk to the person who is caught stealing 


a very minor Item. They may have the 
shoplifter sign an admission form for the 
theft, then let him go without pressing 
charges. 


OTHERS CHOOSE to prosecute nearly 


every case. Penalty for a first offense 
will usually be from six months to a year 
supervision, when the shoplifter is placed 
on good behavior and reviewed by the 
judge. A second incident may mean a fine 
a short jail sentence or both. 


"I don't really like to send them to the 


(police) station," Mrs. Weaver said. 
"We're really interested in preventing 
them from doing it again." 


Prevention techniques aren't obvious 


in the store, except for mirrors. Uni- 
formed guards don't stand in the aisles 
to intimidate would-be shoplifters. In- 
stead, the staff members at Zayres work 
unidentified, wearing an overcoat, push- 
ing a cart and browsing at items like 
most of the other shoppers. 


When she does spot a shoplifter, the 


security officer must wait until the per-

Christmas may be the season for peace 


and good will, but It also causes one of 
the biggest headaches known to retailers 
— more shoplifters. 


With the advent of self-service discount 


stores, shoplifters of all ages and tech- 
niques have been making off with liter* 
ally millions of dollars In merchandise 
each year. 


A Palatine Zayrcs store, for Instance, 


loses approximately 5 per cent of its in- 
ventory yearly. "And that's quite a lot in 
terms of dollars," security head Elaine 
Weaver said. 


She leads a three-member security 


team In catching and preventing shop- 
lifters in the store. Mrs. Weaver and her 
staff may bo some of the most polished 
thieves In the area because their training 
Includes studying the techniques, cloth- 
Ing and articles most frequently associ- 
ated with the "art" of shoplifting. 


Pockets and sleeves are the most popu- 


lar hiding spots for sneaking items out of 
the store. Heavy coats work well for hid- 
ing record albums. And there's always 
the old trick of piling on three or four 
dresses under the shopper's own clothes 
and wearing them all out of the store. 


SOME PEOPLE WEAR their old, 


worn out shoes Into the store and leave 
them on the shoe rack in exchange for a 
new pair. Or someone walks In without a 
coat and walks out sporting a brand new 
winter coat — unpaid for, of course. 


"The thing that irritates me most is 


the parents who condone shoplifting and 
even use their kids In the theft," Mrs. 
Weaver said. She described the situation 
of a mother taking her preschooler, try- 
Ing a sweatshirt or coat on him, and in- 
tentionally letting the child wear the 
clothes out of the store. 


Fewer employes and the self-service 


system may be two reasons for high in- 
cidents of shoplifting in the largo dis- 
count stores. A good security agent will 


recover as much as $5,000 worth of mer- 
chandise a year, according to Mrs. 
Weaver. 


SOME OF THE larger chain stores will 


watch the "shrink rate" of individual 
outlets, or the amount lost to theft out of 
the total Inventory. When the amount 
gets above a certain level, perhaps 3 to 6 
per cent, more security agents may be 
sent into the store to step up the shop- 
lifter patrol. 


At peak times during the holidays, 


Mrs. Weaver says she requests an extra 
agent or two to help stem the flow of 
unpurchased goods. 


Shoplifting In the self-service stores 


seems to come from individuals or pairs 
of people, Mrs. Weaver said. With two 
people, one can watch for a sales clerk 
while the other is hiding the merchan- 
dise. But so far, there has been little evi- 
dence of an organized theft ring oper- 
ating in the area. 


The situation may be different at the 


larger shopping centers. 


Five Chlcagoans were arrested In late 


November by Schaumburg police on mul- 
tiple counts of grand theft at Woodfield 
Mall. Police suspect that the five were 
part of a "steal to order" shoplifting ring 
operating at the new shopping center. 


SUCH PROFESSIONAL rings may be 


less common at the older shopping cen- 
ters, such as Randhurst In Mount Pros- 
pect. Security officers at the 10-year-old 
center are more likely to recognize the 
professionals, many of whom have built 
up long records from past arrests. 


Among the amateurs, teenagers and

"The majority of them are teens, but 


we find adults, too," Palatine police Sgt.

Village To Appeal Court's Tax Ruling 


The Village of Arlington Heights will 


appeal a recent Illinois Supreme Court 
decision which upheld the posslbllty for 
double taxation of persons buying new 
cars in the village. 


The supreme court last week ruled that 


Cook County and homo rule municipal- 
ities within the county both have the 
right to collect a $10 tax on the sale of 
new cars, casting aside the village's ar- 
gument that In cases of conflict, a mu- 
nicipality's home rule powers preempt 
those of the county. 


The village board has authorized its at- 


torney, Jack Slcgel, to file for a rehear- 


ing before the supreme court, although 
both Sicgel and the trustees say there is 
little chance of getting a reconsideration. 


The board decided to take the all-but- 


futilc step because of the potential for 
almost unlimited double taxation of per- 
sons in home rule municipalities within 
Cook County. 


THE HOME rule challenge centers 


around a provision in the 1970 state con- 
stitution which states that "if a home 
rule county ordinance conflicts with an 
ordinance of a municipality, the munic- 
pal ordinance shall prevail."

Last January the Cook County board 


enacted a $10 sales tax on every new car 
sold in the county. Shortly thereafter, Ar- 
lington Heights passed its own $10 new 
car sales tax and filed suit claiming that 
the local ordinance preempted the coun- 
ty's tax. 


At the time the suit was filed, the court 


ordered all the tax money resulting from 
tlie county-wide tax held in a special ex- 
crow account until the suit was settled. 


In its decision last week, the court held 


that the constitutional provision on con- 
flicting ordinances docs not apply to tax- 
ing ordinances.

Plan To Speed Low-Income Housing 


Loiv-Income Housing Vieived 


Meetings with about 100 Chicago subur- 


ban officials have been held so far In 
attempts to formulate a volunteer pro- 
gram for distribution of low and moder- 
ate-Income housing In the suburbs. 


The meetings have been called by 


members of a 12-mayor steering com- 
mittee, Including Mount Prospect Mayor 
Robert Telchert, that hopes to have a de- 
tailed housing plan by 1974. 


The committee Is working under the 


auspices of the Housing Coalition of the 
Leadership Council for 
Metropolitan 


Open Communities and receives techni- 
cal assistance from the Northeastern Illi- 
nois Planning Commission (N1PC). 


"We've been talking to very pragmatic 


people," said Jack Pahl, NIPC commis- 
sioner who originated the Idea for the 
housing plan. "They pointed out the con- 
straints to such a plan." Pahl refused to 
say what those constraints were. How- 
ever, he did say, that some officials were 
unhappy about low and moderate-income 
housing projects already In their commu- 
nities. 


Five of the 12 regional meetings have 


already been held, according to Pahl. 
The 12 mayors on the committee repre- 
sent Cook, Kane, DuPagc, Lake, Will and 
Mcllcnry counties. Pahl said once all 12 
original meetings arc held, the officials 
will get together again to discuss the 
plan and mnko tentative suggestions. 


KKI'KESENTATIVES of 10 Northwest 


suburbs attended Tclchert's meeting on 
Oct. 20. According.to Tcichert, the offi- 
cials expressed doubt over the need for a 
housing plan but agreed to attend anoth- 
er meeting, perhaps In January. 


A major reason for formulating a vol- 


untary plan Is to prevent the court from 


> Imposing low and moderate-Income units 


on the suburbs, according to Pahl. Cur- 
rently there is a lawsuit that would re- 
quire the distribution of 60,000 low-In- 
come housing units on a "fair-share" 
basis In the suburbs. The suit has been 
filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union and is being heard by U.S. District 
Court Judge Richard Austin. 


Whatever Austin's decision, it will 


hove little effect on efforts to form a vol- 
untary plan, according to Pahl. He said 
yesterday that even if Austin rules 
against the ACLU, the steering com- 
mittee will continue to try and get a 
housing plan in two years. 


"We can't say that somebody else 


won't win another such cose tomorrow. 
The trend across the country has been to 
make housing in communities accessible 
to those who work in those commu- 
nities," Pahl sold. "The pressures ore 
still there." 


Pahl pointed out that New York has a 


state housing commission that can over- 
ride local governments in the matters of 
housing. 


Fitzgerald 'Relieved?—His 
Racing Board Tenure Ending

In October, 1969, Gerald Fitzgerald 


joined a new team on the Illinois Racing 
Board — a team whose rugged treatment 
of racing magnates left seasoned observ- 
ers aghast. 


The new group was headed by Alexan- 


der MncArthur, a man who gave race 
track owners down-home answers to 
rhetorical questions. MacArthur not only 
raised his eyebrows at suspicious activi- 
ties but told the public about them. 


Fitzgerald, although less vocal, was at 


his side. 


That racing board appointed by Gov. 


Richard B. Ogilvlc some three years ago 
was charged with "giving racing a higher 
moral tone," Fitzgerald said. Today he 
wonders aloud If the board fulfilled the 
mission. 


THE INVERNESS resident and presi- 


dent and chairman of the Palatine Na- 
tional Bank and chairman of the board of 
six other banks in the area, is "out- 
raged" at the racing dates awarded last 
week by the board and will submit his 
resignation to Ogilvie In January. "This 
is quite proper that I resign," ho said 
referring to the change In administration 
and wish of Gov.-clcct Daniel Walker to 
have the racing board stacked with his 
own appointments. 


"I agree with Walker on the racing 


dates," he said. "They're lousy. . . it 
only hurts the state and I wish to hell 
they would reconsider." 


Fitzgerald, MacArthur and another 


board member Joseph Lamcndclla feel 
Arlington Park should receive an addi- 
tional 23 racing dates this summer. 


The minority board members want to 


strip William Miller's Balmoral Jockey 
Club of Its allocated dates and reassign 
them mostly to the track here. Miller a 
former racing board chairman from Mo- 


line is under federal Indictment in a race 
track stock bribery case. 


THE RACING DATES likely will be 


changed under a reorganization of the 
board, but Fitzgerald and the rest of the 
group will be gone from the scene. 
Fitzgerald entered racing circles in the 
midst of a controversy and will exit dur- 
ing on even more heated dispute over the 
racing dates. 


In 1969, Arlington Park Race Track in- 


stalled floodlights for night racing much 
to the displeasure of suburban residents 
and also members of the racing board. 
The night racing was held only for one 
week. "We let them know we didn't want 
night racing," he recalls. 


During his first year, Arlington Park 


lost 30 days of Its racing season and the 
local track's dates have been fluctuating 
often since then. 


FITZGERALD said the board treated 


all track owners with equal consid- 
eration. "There were not special favors 
for anyone." 


Ills tenure on the board brought sev- 


eral changes and he cites several accom- 
plishments— at least one he said no one 
has given much notice. "Wo made over 
500 changes in the rules of racing. Tills 
Isn't the glamorous part of the sport and 
Is very technical. . . it took more time 
and effort to do this than any of the other 
aspects." 


He also feels the racing boon) helped 


clean up backstrctch conditions making 
the area more livable for track workers. 
And we set up a state laboratory for 
horse racing," he added. 


"I've enjoyed the work on the racing 


board". . . and with MacArthur who he 
said controlled the rudder of the ship 
(the board). 


"I'm a long time fan of tho sport. But 


he added in the next breath — "not much 
of a bettor." 


Tracks Mum On Dates Appeal 


Officials of Arlington Park and Wash- 


ington Park Race Tracks Tuesday de- 
clined to comment on whether they will 
appeal the 1973 racing schedule by seek- 
ing a new hearing with the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board. 


Race track officials arc keeping their 


mouths shut on the matter because they 
have not yet received official notice of 
next year's racing schedule, a schedule 
approved a week ago In a stormy racing 
board session. The Illinois Horse Racing 
Act states a request for a new hearing on 
racing dates can be made only after offi- 
cial notification.

BECAUSE OF ALL the stir lately in 


Illinois racing, track officials may well 
wait until the dust settles before deciding 
what action to take In regards to next 
year's racing season. 


According to state law, any racing asso- 


ciation can seek a new racing board 
hearing within five days.of receiving offi- 
cial notice of next year's racing dates. 
The board is obligated to grant a new 
hearing within seven days of receiving 
such a request. 


If the track seeking new dates Is un- 


successful with the racing board after a 
second hearing, it has 30 days to file an 
administrative appeal with the circuit 
court. 


The Arlington Heights Housing Com- 


mission is planning some moves that it 
hopes will bring low-income housing for 
the elderly into the village in the near 
future.

By setting up a joint program with 


IHDA, money from several sources could 
bo made available to subsidize rents for 
the elderly. Pittas suggested that per- 
haps the plan commission or village 
planner could use tho pressure of the 
power of approving planned apartment 
developments to urge builders to agree 
to setting aside some unis for low-income 
housing. 


Pittas made his suggestions hoping for 


an alternative to waiting for HUD to 
grant funds applied for before the hous- 
ing commission was cstabishcd last sum- 
mer. Tho first priority of tho commission 
Is for 120 units of housing for the elderly, 
a project commissioners ore trying to 
complete within two years. 


OTIIEK SUGGESTIONS discussed at 


last night's meeting include looking into 
the possibility of encouraging the owners 
of an existing development to provide 
housing for the elderly. Commissioner 
Nancy Sllbcrman told the 'Commission 
that most rental developments arc cur- 
rently in financial trouble, a position that 
may make some of them willing to listen 
to the commission's plans. 


But all agree that no one Is going to 


listen to someone with no money. In an 
attempt to pry the funds loose from 
HUD, the commission will send letters 
seeking the assistance of U.S. Sens. 
Charles Percy and Adlal Stevenson III, 
as well as Rep. Philip Crane. 


"If we make enough of a nuisance of 


ourselves, maybe we can stir up some 
action," said Commissioner Tom Wade. 


Another question facing the housing 


commission is whether to work through 
the Cook County Housing Authority or set 
up a local housing authority to administer 
HUD funds, which would be used In a 
program for subsidizing rents In existing 
developments. Commissioners Howard 
Pollard and Pat Gardner were delegated 
the responsibility to investigate the pros 
and cons of the alternatives.

A Mitten, Cap, Boot, Tennis Slice, Or Bool 
'IDunno, Mom, It Just Disappeared

"I dunno, Mom, it just disappeared." 
With those parting words, many n m It- 


ton, cap, schoolbook, tennis shoe, scarf 
or boot has been consigned lo the ranks 
of things that mothers never expect to 
sec again. 


Some of those disappearing articles 


reappear each month at Algonquin Ju- 
nior High School in DCS Plaines, Like 
most schools, Algonquin has a lost and 
found box in the school office. When 
filled, about once every month or six 
weeks, all the lost articles are displayed 
in tlie school store where they can bo 
reclaimed by the children. 


The display last week included two 


jackets, nine shirts, six hats, 11 mittens, 
30 books, 20 school folders, 3 pairs of 
gym shorts, seven pairs of gym shoes 


and one pair of leather street shoes. 


"I WONDER SOMETIMES how they 


get home," said James Nero, physical 
education teacher at Algonquin. 


Lost articles arc found by custodians, 


teachers and students in all corners of 
the school building but most articles aro 
lost in Uic locker rooms. 


Often, children will tell their parents 


that someone stole an item that lias been 
lost. They don't like to admit they're 
careless and it is easier to put the blame 
on someone else, said Nero. 


Valuable Items such as watches and 


Identification bracelets, arc locked in the 
school office when found, said Glen 
Helms, principal at Algonquin. When a 
child loses an item, he fills out a form 
describing it and lists the date and tho 
area where it was lost. 


The biggest problem is missing bikes. 


Unlike most missing items many bikes 
are stolen and never recovered, said 
Helms. All missing bikes are reported to 
the Des Plaines Police Department, said 
Helms, and the school cautions all stu- 
dents to lock their bikes with a good, se- 
cure lock. 


ACCORDING TO the DCS Plaines Po- 


lice Department bicycle thefts in the city 
Increased from 320 thefts in 1970 to 417 in 
1971 with an expected increase again this 
year. 


At noon a student aide is assigned to 


watch the bikes in the playground area. 
Student aides also run the student store 
and arc in charge of the lost and found 
display. 


Tlie lost and found program is not only 


a service to the students, but provides 
some valuable training for student aides, 
said Helms. The kids who operate the 


program are responsible for categorizing 
the lost articles and making sure stu- 
dents who claim them arc tho real own- 
ers. 


Students apply for positions as student 


aides at Algonquin during sixth grade hi 
one of Algonquin's five "feeder" ele- 
mentary schools. Helms chooses the best 
applications and asks the student to 
come In for a personal job interview. The 
student is then admitted to the Algonquin 
leadership club where he will volunteer 
as a student aide with no pay during the • 
school year. 


The student aides sort through lost ar- 


ticles that are not reclaimed at the end of 
the year. Those items that have names 
printed on them, are returned to the stu- 
dent, and books arc returned to class- 
room teachers. Other items ore given to 
charity, said Helms.

A $2.3 million remodeling plan (or two 


Elk Grove Township DIst. 59 Junior high 
schools came under fire at Monday's 
school board meeting. 


The two schools involved arc Grove Ju- 


nior High School In Elk Grove Village 
and Dempster Junior High School in 
Mount Pro«pcct. They are the oldest ju- 
nior high schools in the district. School 
officials have indicated financing for the 
project would have to bo approved by 
voters In a referendum. 


Jack Itocscr of Arlington Heights, a 


long-time critic of Dist. » spending, said 
he was opposed to the open learning cen- 
ters proposed for the schools. He said 
that a traditional school system with 
"more' discipline and less freedom of 
movement" would give "more education 
for less money." 


Rocscr maintained that the open learn- 


ing center was not successful In tho ele- 
mentary (K-5) schools and said he could 
not understand why the centers should be 
used In Junior high schools. 


JOSEPH STECKEIt, a Mount Prospect 


resident, said he was a member of the 
committee which had recommended Im- 
provements to the Junior high schools. 
Out, he sold the recommendations "were 
to Improve deficiencies, nothing more. 
Nowhere did the committee recommend 
the additions, auditoriums and the tear- 
ing down of walls," said Sleeker. 


The school board has received plans 


from tho Bcrgcr, Kclley & Associates ar- 
chitectural firm far a possible $2.3 mil- 
lion remodeling of the Junior high 
schools, but has made no decision on 
them. 


The board has requested opinions from 


the faculties of the two schools on the pro- 
posed remodeling. 


Architect Scott Kclley has said that 


about one-third of the cost of the remod- 
eling would be for needed repairs to tho 
heating and ventilating systems at tho 


schools. The rest would be for additions 
and remodeling. 
DIST. 59 SUIT. James ErvlU said that 
the committee report Sleeker referred to 
was presented three years ago. He said 
that It was not surprising that plans may 
have changed since the recommenda- 
tions were made. 


In response to a question from Stcckcr, 


Ervltl said that the district had not re- 
quested detailed cost breakdowns of the 
proposed remodeling. He said the plans 
were not definite and the district would 
not request detailed figures until any re- 
modeling plans were agreed upon. 


Harry Peterson, board president, said 


public hearings would be held before any 
remodeling plan was accepted. He also 
said that the district would have to have 
a rcfcrcndum-to pay for the remodeling. 


Rocscr also said he was opposed to the 


construction of Friendship Junior High 
School, In Des Plaincs, which Is sched- 
uled to be opened next year. He said the 
district's own citizens' committee on at- 
tendance boundaries said there would be 
1,000 extra scats In the district and there 
was no need for the Junior high school. 


THE BOUNDARY committee's report 


stated that there would be approximately 
1,000 empty scats In some schools through 
out the district, but other schools would 
be overcrowded as a result of increased 
population. The committee's recommen- 
dations called for the shifting of school 
boundaries to transfer students from 
overcrowded schools to schools with 
empty scats. 


A projected estimate of student popu- 


lation made by tho committee shows ap- 
proximately 120 vacant scats throughout 
tho district after boundaries had been 
changed.

Could Have 
Poison In Them 


Kissing under the mistletoe may bo all 


right. Just don't cat the berries. They're 
fatal. Also watch your polnscttia. One 
leaf could kill a child. 


These and several other household 


plants arc dangerous, warns the poison 
control center of Lutheran General Hos- 
pital, Pork Ridge. Tho hospital publishes 
a list of these poisonous plants, describ- 
ing their toxic parts and symptoms of 
poisoning. 


The list Is available by sending a self- 


addressed stamped envelope to the pub- 
lic relations department, Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hospital, 1775 Dempster St., Park 
Rldgc, 111., 60068. 


Poisonous household plants include the 


hyacinth, narcissus, daffodil and olean- 
der. Elephant car seeds and rosary peas 
arc fatal. One or two castor bean seeds 
can be lethal, and dlcffcnbachla causes 
intense burning and Irritation of the 
mouth and tongue. 


The poisonous plant list also warns 


against certain garden plants, swamp 
plants, field plants, ornamental plants, 
plants In wooded areas and trees and 
shrubs as well as the fatal rhubarb leaf. 


If a poisoning occurs, the hospital rec- 


ommends that the plant be brought to 
the emergency department with the 
patient. This will provide rapid Identi- 
fication of the plant so that proper anti- 
dote measures con be taken.

untary plan, according to Pahl. He said 
yesterday that even if Austin rules 


against the ACLU, the steering com- 
mittee will continue to try and get a 
housing plan in two years. 


"We can't say that somebody else 


won't \vin another such case tomorrow. 
The trend across the, country has been to 
make housing In coriftnunlties accessible 
to those who work in those commu- 
nities," Pahl said. "The pressures are 
still there." 


Pahl pointed out that New York has a 


state housing commission that can over- 
ride local governments in the matters of 
housing.

The proposed project shows a series of 


three-story 6, 12 and 18 unit buildings 
bordering a 2,800-foot road with only one 
entrance, off River Road. "The cul-de- 
sac street Is ...

Board Approves $3,298,000 
For Harper College Building 


The Illinois Board of Higher Education 


a p p r o v e d a building allocation of 
$3,290,000 for Harper College in Palatine 
yesterday, but lelt the door open for in- 
creasing the amount next month. 


The board approved the allocation, 


which Is a decrease from the amount 
recommended by the Illinois Junior Col- 
lege board, at Us meeting yesterday. At 
the same time, It approved an allocation 
of $6 million for Oakton College In Mor- 
ton Grove. 


The board's recommendations, if un- 


changed, will go to the Illinois General 
Assembly, which must then make appro- 
priations for the 1973-74 fiscal year. 


William Mann, Harper business man- 


ager, said he was pleased the board 
agreed to review Its action in January, 
at which time it may increase the 
amount allocated to Harper and to El- 
gin's junior college. 


.MANN SAID the board agreed to re- 


consider Its action after a presentation 
from Fred Wcllman, executive director 
of the Illinois Junior College board. 


Mann added that in the next month 


Harper officials plan to meet with Wcll- 
man and members of the board of higher 
education staff to try to convince them 
the allocation should be raised because 
of projected enrollment growth at Har- 
per. 


Earlier, Mann said the allocation rec- 


ommended by the higher board would 
put Harper about 30 classrooms short of 
accommodating its projected enrollment 
growth. 


Mann pointed out that Harper staff 


members had succeeded in convincing 
the junior college board to raise its origi- 
nal recommendation. He said, "We're 
very appreciative to Fred Wellman for 
going to bat for us. Now we arc going to 
get together with the higher board staff 
and try to sell them on our needs."

Only 65.5 Per Cent 
Fewer Seniors Go To College 


Fewer seniors at Maine Township high 


schools plan to enter college next fall 
than in any senior class of the past five 
years, according to a report released by 
school officials. 


About 65.5 per cent of this year's se- 


niors said they will go to college, com- 
pared to 70.4 per cent last year. Of that 
65.5 per cent, 18.7 per cent plan to enter 
junior college, a decrease from 20 per 
cent last year. The number of seniors 
planning to enter four-year colleges also 
decreased from 50.4 per cent last year to 
46.8 per cent this year. 


The senior plan report and a follow up 


report on graduates who have been out 
of school for a year is prepared annually 
by Merlin Schultz, coordinator of pupil 
personnel services, as required by the 
North Central Association, a school ac- 
crediting and evaluating body. 


Schultz said the report is intended to 


serve as a guide for planning high school 
academic programs. A large percentage 
of graduates entering college should 
mean an emphasis on college-bound pro- 
grams in high school. 


SCHULTZ SAID THE most recent re- 


port, although it shows a decrease in the 
number of college-bound students, still 
justifies emphasis on college preparatory 
courses. According to the report, "the 
basic curriculum orientation is still in 
the preparation of students for college." 


The number of seniors planning to en- 


ter college increased in 1969 to 72.6 per 
cent from 69 per cent in 1968. Since then, 
the number has been declining, to 71 per 
cent in 1970,70.4 per cent in 1971 and this 
year, 65.5 per cent. 


At the same time, the number of stu- 


dents entering a trade school and seeking 
full-time employment after graduation 
has increased. About 10 per cent of the 
senior class this year plans to enter a 
trade school as compared to 7.3 per cent 
last year and 8 per cent in 1970. Last 
year 13.8 per cent of the senior class 
planned to seek employment upon gradu- 
ation, this year the number is 15 per 
cent. 


IN COMPILING the report, Schultz 
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said he does not separate students who 
enter a junior college and are in voca- 
tional programs from those who are in 
transfer programs. "We don't care what 
kind of program they're in," said 
Schultz, they're both college students. 


The college-bound figure, which in- 


cludes students who plan to enter voca- 
tional programs in junior college, is still 
used as a guide for placing emphasis on 
college preparatory high school courses. 
Schultz said students who plan to enter a 
vocational program hi junior college are 
not necessarily in all tho college-prepara- 
tory classes In high school but are 
allowed to take vocational courses. High 
school programs at Dist. 207 are individ- 
ualized and are "tailored to fit the stu- 
dent," said Schultz. 


Schultz said the increase in students 


seeking jobs following graduation and en- 
tering trade schools is slight and does 
not carry much significance. He attribut- 
es the decrease in college-bound students 
to an increase In the cost of higher edu- 
cation. More and more students are also 
attending state universities, avoiding out- 
of-state tutition, he said. 


Schultz added that the increase in 


vocational courses, although slight, has 
brought about a few additions to the high 
school program such as an expansion of 
the work study program, health occupa- 
tions program and an increase in speech 
and drama courses. 


SCHULTZ SAID the decision to enter 


college is largely a mixture of parent 
and student aspirations. Dist. 207 sends 
more graduates on to college than the 
national average, said Schuitz, and sev- 
eral communities in the Chicago and 
suburban area place a strong emphasis 
on college. 


Maine South High School, with 85 per 


cent of the student population cominj 
/rom Park Ridge, has the highest num- 
ber of seniors planning to attend college, 
la per cent of the girls and 75 per cent ol 
tne boys, while Maine West, with 98 per 
cent of its students coming from DCS 
Plaines has the lowest number of seniors 
planning to attend college, 55 per cent of 
the girls and 62 per cent of the boys. 


The figures for Maine East arc 64 per 


cent and 63 per cent respectively, and at 
Maine North, 61 per cent and 62 per cent. 


The University of Illinois, Urbana 


campus, is chosen by most of the se- 
niors, Western Illinois University is sec- 
ond and Northern Illinois University is 
third. Out-of-statc schools most often in- 
dicated arc the University of Wisconsin, 
Carthage College in Kenosha, Wis., and 
Purdue University, Lafayette, Ind. 


OF THE STUDENTS who indicate 


plans to attend college, 27 per cent arc 
undecided about which college they want 
to attend and 35 per cent are undecided 
as to their career choice. 


Of the 1066 students uho have decided 


on a career and plan to enter a four-year 
college, 92 students said they wanted to 
become teachers, 61 chose medicine, 60 
chose law, 48 chose business adminis- 
tration, and 43 chose engineering. 


Of the 425 students who plan to attend 


a junior college and have chosen a ca- 
reer, 33 said they wanted to go Into busi- 
ness, 16 chose secretarial careers, 15 
said teaching, 12 chose dental hygiene, 12 
chose art and design and 11 chose ac- 
counting.

In the Oct. 25 issue of the Herald. 


However, there arc a few statements 


in it that arc not totally correct. One 
point Hut I think I should clarify is that 
we do not have a grouse season in Illi- 
nois. Wo hope that we will In the future, 
and we have stocked grouse obtained 
from southern Ohio and other states in 
the only suitable grouse habitat we have 
— the Shawnuc National forest. 


You also stnted that woodcock season 


opened on Nov. 11. The season for that 
species opened on Oct. 15 and closes on 
Dec. 13.

provides 
day-old 
pheasant 


chicks and I D-day-old quail chicks to co- 
operating sportsmen's clubs whose facil- 
ities meet our specifications. These birds 
arc rcalsod and released on private farm 
land where they may be hunted, should 
the landowner so desire. They arc not 
released on private hunting clubs. 


Thr ntnlurr pheasant* that up raise 


for the seven public pheasant hunting 
urea* cost close In S3.no epch. The 53.00 
fee paid hy the sportsman at one of these 
public areas does nut pay the cost of pro- 
ducing HIP lilrils. Thr numher of birds 
released every duy Is based upan I he an- 
tlclpaleil numher of hunters. We find that 
about 13,000 hunter* avail themselves of 
this program, litre In Illinois, we »ell 
about IB3.000 rrsldrnt licenses. There- 
fore, the majority nf the hunting public Is 
siihslillilng a program for a small minor- 
Hy. 


The statement you said was made by 


one of our former employes that the feel- 
ing in the Department that the sports- 
man who hunts on the public pheasant 
hunting areas Is considered a "klutz" 
docs not reflect the feeling In the Depart- 
ment by any means. According to law, 
private shooting preserves cannot har- 
vest over 80 per cent of the quail or 
pheasants they release. The actual take 
is lower than this. On the public phea- 
sant hunting areas, we harvest about 70 
per cent of the birds released.

I am sorry. Henry, that I made you so 


angry 'n°t vou cnosc 'P address me as 
"Mr. Holiday." And I also apologize to 
everyone for the plain, dumb blunder 
with regard to grouse and woodcock sea- 
sons. Thank you for calling them to my 
attention. 


But I do not apologize for suggesting 


that the Department end private stocking 
of publicly raised or produced game 
birds. The reason the $5.00 fee paid by 
the sportsman at one of the public hunt- 
Ing areas "docs not pay the cost of pro- 
ducing the birds," which cost you esti- 
mate at only $3.00, is because the phea- 
sant and quail chicks that go to private 
landowners and private hunting clubs go 
there free. 


I would like to give you a parallel ex- 


ample: There arc • huge number of 10- 
callrd limited aeceu lakes In Illinois. Ac* 


cess In these lakes In limited In property 
owners, or village residents or other re- 
slrlcted groups of people. They arc at 
any rale, nut open lo "the general pub- 
lic." 


The Department of Conservation regu- 


lations provide that the Division of Fish- 
cries cannot stock these lakes with fish 
unless the lake Is made available to "the 
public." Since the Department personnel, 
equipment and fish involved arc all sup- 
ported by funds from the public, the 
regulation is fair. 


The Department, further, will stock 


and assist In the management of these 
lakes only If the governing bodies of the 
waters Involved can pay a substantial 
share of the cost of these activities. 


That's fair too. If I own n lake and 


refuse to allow anyone except my family 
and my friends to fish there, I certainly 
have no right to expect anyone else to 
look after it for me. If my lake needs 
fish and I am unwilling to open it to the 
general public, then I should be prepared 
to pay for the fish. 


Exactly the same doctrine should be 


applied to game birds raised by the De- 
partment of Conservation. 


The Department, according In your 


nwn Fact Sheet on the Glen D. Palmer 
Gump Farm at Yorkvlllc, raises 173,000 
pheasants annually. 73,0110 nf these are 
slocked, a* mature birds, nn Hie seven 
public hunting areas, where sportsmen 
pay S3.IK) per day In hunt them. 


The other 100,000 are being stocked, 


and shot at, on private lands and In pri- 
vate clubs. 


If 75,000 birds arc enough for the pub- 


lic hunting areas, then that leaves a sur- 
plus of 100,000 birds that the Department 
can "sell" to the private clubs and land- 
owners who want them. 


Private club shooting is fine for the 


sportsman who likes, and can 
afford 


"club style" hunting. It also makes use 
of private land that would otherwise not 
bo available to the "public" anyway. 
Many clubs do an outstanding job of rais- 
ing birds, raising habitat and food, and, 
generally managing their game in a pro- 
fessional manner. 


If, on the other hand, the Department 


prefers to provide the game birds to pri- 
vate landowners and game clubs without 
charge, then there ought lo be, in all 
fairness, public access to these private 
lands that arc stocked with "public" 
birds. 


Either that, or cut expenses at the 


Palmer game farm by merely raising 
the number of birds that the public 
shooting areas require. 


The Chain of Lakes park In northern 


Illinois Is the only one of the seven public 
areas that ( am personally familiar with, 
dog, who can ilioot and who are willing 
Sportsmen from thii area who have a 
lo hunt can count *>n bagging their limit 
nearly any day In the ilclcl. Apparently, 
therefore, 
that 
hunting grounds has 


enough birds, and Is well managed 
enough that everything is being done to 
keep the hunter happy. 


As for that former employee's re- 


marks: In the first place I prefaced the 
quote with the note that he was an in- 
competent anyway. Secondly, I did not 
say that his was the feeling of the De- 
partment then, now or ever. I said that 
was his feeling. You read something into 
the statement that was never intended to 
be there. If your noting it clears up any 
other misunderstanding 
by any other 


reader, then thanks for mentioning it. 


That same column also said that you 


and your staff have made "tremendous 
strides In the past few yean, both to- 
ward professionalism in personnel and in 
ending misuse of the public trust." 


Keep it up, Hank. And write anytime, 


it's always good to bur Irom you.

Often, the most speculative of meat 


purchases is cubed steak. You can never 
be quite certain what you're getting. It 
can be anything from sirloin to round. 
But there is one way you can be a win- 
ner every time with cubed steak. 


- Just cut the meat into 4 inch by 4 inch 
pieces, put a little salt In a heavy frying 
pan and pan-broil the pieces on both 
sides. When they arc just brown, sprinkle 
on a little salt and pepper and add a 
large sliced onion, followed by half of a 
sliced green pepper. Then add a small 
can of tomato sauce, cover tightly and 
allow to simmer. 


You have to keep a watch on some- 


thing like this. Should it dry out, a quar- 
ter-or half-cup of water can be added un- 
til the meat is tender. Serve it over rice 
and you'll be queen for the cvcing. 


Dear Dorothy: Bravo for that piece on 


how to get corrosion off battery termin- 
als. Here's one in return. Almost all the 
tire gauges in service stations ar grossly 
inaccurate. You will save money — big 
money because tires run high — by buy- 


big a good little tire gauge to keep in the 
glove compartment. Use the service sta- 
tion air, but rely on your own gauge. It's 
safer and certainly a long-haul cheap- 
er.—Angelina Tomas. 


That know-it-all around here did get 


the point on that one and we now have a 
gauge. I'm with you on this score — and 
thanks. 


Dear Dorothy: Sometimes when I use 


cheese in a recipe it gets rubbery and 
tough — even when it's the same recipe 
I've used before. Could the quality of 
cheeses vary that much?—Hazel Mills. 


It isn't the cheese — it's you. It's Im- 


portant that cheese be cooked at fairly 
low heat. When it's done at too high a 
heat or heated too long, the components 
in the cheese separate and that's why the 
rubbery, tough texture.
